WASHINGTON, May 26.—House 
and Senate conferees, who finally 
reached a compromise on pay-as- 


you-go income tax collection, raced 
against the legislative clock today 
to put it into effect by July 1, only 
five weeks away. 

Prospects are good for speedy 
Senate and House approval, lead- 
ers among the conference group 
said. 

Designed to put the nation’s 44 
million income taxpayers on a cur- 
rent basis without the compulsion 
of paying two year's taxes in one, 
the bill would operate as follows: 

1. Persons with $50 or less lia- 

bility on the incomes of 1942 and 
1943 would have all of this abated 
on the one year in which thelr 
liability was the smaller. Tax ex- 
perts said that 2,036,000 yeturns 
filed on 1942 income were by per- 
sons or in joint (husband-wife) re- 
turns where the obligation was 
lower than $50. 
’ 2. Persons with liabilities exceed- 
ing $50 in 1942 and 1943 would 
have 75 per cent of their obliga-' 
tion canceled for the year in which 
they had the smaller taxable in- 
come. 

3. The 25 per cent obligation re- 
maining for those getting three- 
fourths abatement would be amor- 
tized over two years, with half 
falling due next March 15 and the 
other half March 15, 1945. This 
would mean roughly a 12.5 per 
cent increase in the amount of 
taxes the taxpayers would remit 
in the two-year period. 

Withholding Provision. 

The bill imposes a 20 per cent 
withholding levy against the tax- 
able portion of wages and salaries, 
to be applied against income and 
victory tax liabilities. 

The measure requires quarterly 
payments of the current year’s tax 
by persons with income from 
sources other than wages or salar- 
jes, and from persons in upper 


salary brackets. 
Passage of Bill Expected. 

Chairman Doughton of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, who headed the House confer- 
ence delegation, said he hoped the 
bill would be accepted by both 
houses this week and approved by 
the President.

EDSEL FORD DIES 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Was President of Vast Ford 
Company and Only Son 
of Founder. 


DETROIT, May 26 (AP).—Edsel 
Bryant Ford, president of the Ford 
Motor Co., died at 1:30 a. m. today 
at his home in suburban Grosse 


Pointe Shores, after an illness of 
many months that became critical 
10 days ago. He was 49 years old. 

With him at his bedside were 
his wife, the former Eleanor Low- 
thian Clay, and three of their four 
children. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Ford, were not pres- 
ent, but hurried to the home on 
learning of their son’s death, 

A statement issued by a member 
of og Henry Ford soepital staff 
sai 

“Mr. Edsel Ford died at hig Senn 
at 1100 Lake Shore road, Grosse 
Pointe Shores, at 1:30 a. m. after 
an illness of six weeks, 

“Death was due to a condition 
which developed from a former 
stomach malady for which an op- 
eration was performed 16 months 
ago. Undulant fever was also 
present.” 

Funeral services will be at 2:30 
p. m. Friday at the Christ Church 
chapel, Grosse Pointe, with the Rt. 
Rev. Frank W. Creighton, Episco- 
pal bishop of Michigan, and the 
Rev. Francis B. Creamer, rector of 
Christ Church parish, officiating. 
Burial will be private. 

Edsel Ford, only son of the 
founder of the Ford company that 
grew from an initial paid-in in- 
vestment of $28,000 to a worldwide 
organization for which Henry Ford 
once was reported to have refused 
two billion dollars, had been ill 
for a long time, but insisted on 
“carrying on.” 

At the great Ford River Rouge 
factories and the Ford-operated 
Willow Run plant production of 
aviation engines, armor plate, 
bomber planes and other war ma- 
teriel continued as usual today. 

While Henry Ford and his 
son did not always agree on mat-

Surviving Edsel Ford besides his 
widow and parents are three sons, 
Henry, Benson and William, and 
daughter, Josephine.

That was when 
the detectives were held briefly 
until they furnished bond under 
the manslaughter indictment later 
quashed, 


Denied by Detectives. 


The three detectives denied Gres- 
ham’'s statement, Bauer and Rung 
terming it “ridiculous” and Mittino 
adding the remark, “If I had $5000 
I'd forget about the Police Depart- 
ment.” 

“Carleton was offered $5000, and 
that is a known fact,” Gresham 
continued. Asked by Phillips how 
he knew it to be a fact, Gresham 
said, “Because. Jim Carleton told 
me,” 

“He was promised something if 
he kept his mouth shut until the 
right time,” Gresham said. “He 
didn’t open his mouth until Feb. 
26, the same as I did.” Gresham

| How Compromise Tax Bill Works 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP). 
ERE is the way the compro- 
mise tax bill, approved by the 
House and Senate conferees, 

will work: 

Joe Doe’s income tax for 1942 
was $40. He’s earning more this 
year and his 1943 bill will be $60. 
His 1942 tax is canceled. He re- 
ceives no abatement on his $60 tax 
for 1943, but the payments on 1942 
tax which he has made March 15 
and will make June 15 will be 
credited toward the 1943 tax. 

Richard Roe’s tax for 1942 was 
$100. This year he has more ex- 
emptions and his 1943 tax bill will 
be $80. He pays the larger of the 
two taxes, that is the full $100 
for 1942. Three-fourths of the 1943 
tax, or $60, is abated. He owes the 
rest of the $20 and may pay it in 
two installments—$10 next March 
15 and $10 March 15, 19465. 

In practice, the 20 per cent with- 
holding levy starting July 1 may 
take care of all of Doe’s obliga- 


jtions and all of Roe’s except the 


two $10 installments due in 1944 
and 1945, 

If Roe has paid all his 1942 tax 
of $100, and is on a salary or wage 
affected by the withholding tax, 
the payment will stand and any 
adjustment due because of the 
withholding tax will be made after 
he makes his 1943 tax return next 
March 15. 

If his income also comes from 
sources other than wages and sal- 
aries, and he has paid the $100, 
he will pay no more, but will make 
a declaration Sept. 15 of his esti- 
mated 1943 income, to the tax on 
which the $100 payment will apply. 

If he had only paid a fourth of 
the $100 in the first quarter, he 
would make the second quarterly 
payment June 15. If his income 
was from wages and salaries, the 
rest of his tax debt would be col- 
lected through the withholding 
levy. If it was from other sources 
it igs assumed he would continue 
to pay off his 1942 tax debt in con- 


tinued quarterly installments.

With the Mississippi River at St. 
Louis at a 38-foot stage, nearly a 
foot below its crest of 38.94, and 
continuing to fall, the only appar- 
eatly serious flood situation in the 
St. Louis.area today was that at 
Granite City. 

To protect the Tri-Cities, 2000 
volunteers worked last night to 
strengthen the outer, or secondary 
levee, extending north to Chain of 
Rocks Bridge. Because of the 
threatened failure of this™ levee, 
Herman F. Huxel, in charge of the 
control room of the Office of Civil- 
ian Defense, made an appeal yes- 
terday afternoon for volunteers, 
and many responded, some coming 
from St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty, and others from Illinois points 
outside Madison County. 

A weak point in the levee, near 
Chouteau Slough, was accessible 
only by Bauer road, two miles 
north of Granite City. In the at- 
tempt to rush several truckloads 
of sandbags to that point last eve- 
ning, the road, weakened by seep- 
age from sandboils, gave way, and 
a force of workers headed by Jack 
Green, business representative of 
the Common Laborers’ Union, had 
to rebuild the roadway. In the 
meantime, a barge load of sand- 
bags was sent by river to the place 
of need.

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POTATO PRICES CUT 7 PCT.; 
FARMERS GET HIGHER RETURN 


OPA Curbs Wholesale Markups in 
Action Intended to Increase 
Supply. 

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
juggled prices on potatoes today, 
favoring the shopper slightly and 
granting farmers a higher sum in 
hopes of overcoming a scarcity. 

Price Administrator Prentiss 
Brown decreed a 7 per cent cut in 
consumer prices and a 30 cents per 
100-pound increase to farmers. 
Thus potatoes that sold for 6 cents 
a pound in Washington now will 
be 5%. To accomplish this, Brown 
ordered markups by wholesalers 
held to 60 cents per 100 pounds. 
In some cases wholesalers had im- 
posed two 60-cent markups by 
using complicated systems, Brown 
said. 

In Kansas City, the OPA office 
said, top prices per 100 pounds for 
early white potatoes in Missouri 
and Kansas were set at $2.55 and 
in Arkansas at $2.70. Prices in 
other states range from $2.40 to 
$2.80.

NAVY’S CORSAIR 
BESTS ZERO IN ALL 
PHASES OF COMBAT 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
The Navy's Corsair fighter plane, 
first such craft in the service to 
have a 2000 horsepower engine, was 
officially described today for the 
first time as decidedly superior to 
all models of the Japanese Zero, 
even in maneuverability. 

Fighting in the South Pacific 
has proved the superiority, the 
Navy said it had been informed by 
Admiral Chester . Nimitz, com- 
mander of the Pacific Fleet. 

“Our naval and Marine pilots at 
Guadalcanal are enthusiastic about 
this plane, which so regularly turns 
out a first-rate job,” Nimitz de- 
clared. 


These pilots have reported that|: 


the Corsair has the Zero licked in 
every phase of combat perform- 
ance; interception, maneuverabil- 
ity, climb, speed, fire power and 
armor. 

Made by the Vought Co., Strat- 
ford, Conn., the Corsair is equipped 
with a Pratt & Whitney engine and 
Hamilton standard propeller. 

The Navy said that included in 
the actions on which the conclu- 
sions of Corsair superiority were 
based was one announced May 14, 
in which 16 Zeros out of 25 were 
destroyed over the Russel] Islands, 
northwest of Guadalcanal. Cor- 
sairs got 15 of them. Five Amer- 
ican planes were lost.

YANKS MOP UP CHICHAGOF

Assault Made With Air Support — Enemy 
Also Holding Out in a Third Position, 
on Edge :of Lake Nicholas. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
United States troops have wiped 
out the Japanese position in Chi- 
chagof Valley, one of three major 
areas held by the enemy on Attu 
Island, the Navy announced today, 
and were reported following up 
with a drive against a second main 
position around Chichagof harbor. 

Army heavy and medium bomb- 
ers and fighter planes supported 
the continuing assault, a Navy 
communique said. The planes

tions in the Chichagof area and 
started fires.

REGOMMENDED 


Special Board Ruling Ap- 
plies to Nonoperating 
Employes—Only Byrnes 
Can Modify It. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
An emergency board of the Na- 
tional Railway Labor Panel recom- 
mended today a general increase 
of 8 cents an hour for more than 
a million railroad employes. 

The 15 so-called nonoperating 
unions involved had‘ asked for an 


increase of 20 cents an hour with 
a minimum wage of 70 cents an 
hour, and the union shop. The 
board declined to recommend these 
proposals, 

The recommendations are not 
based on the Little Steel formula 
of the War Labor Board, but the 
emergency board said “we certify” 
that the increases are within the 
national stabilization program. 

The increases, said the report, 
are “the minimum, noninflation- 
ary adjustments necessary to cor- 
rect gross inequities and to aid in 
the effective prosecution of the 
war.” 

The WLB, in addition to its Lit- 
tle Steel formula, may justify fur- 
ther increases under the same lan- 
guage. 

Not Subject to WLB Action. 

The emergency board’s report is 
not subject to action by the War 
Labor Board. Only Stabilization 
Director James F. Byrnes, acting 
for the President, may modify it. 

An executive order provides that 
unless the stabilization director 
otherwise directs, the recommenda- 
tions shall become effective 30 days 
after they are filed with the Presi- 
dent.

ESPITE the loss of close to 
Dz planes since the first of 

the year, the Britain-based 
Royal Air Force is able to car- 
ry out raids in “very great 
strength,” with increasing fre- 
quency, indicating to observers 
here that the ultimate strength 
of the frontline bomber force 
would mount so high this sum- 
mer that the sheer weight of 
the attacks would cripple Ger- 
man defenses and leave the 
skies clear for almost continu- 
ous assaults. 

This month already has 
brought industrial Germany 
five great saturation raids, 
which have cost the RAF, a 
total of 172 planes. 

Dortmund, heavily raided 
twice (on May 4 and May 23) 
and Duisburg and Essen were 
the targets, in addition to Dues- 
seldorf. 


Missourian Who Gave Life to Save 


His Bomber Crew, Awarded Medal 


LONDON, May 26 (AP).—Two 
United States flyers were awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross 


posthumously last night for gal- 
lantly remaining at their posts 
while aiding other members of the 
crew to leave the doomed craft. 

They were Lieut. Allen A. Brill 
of Sedalia, Mo., pilot of the bomb- 
er Miss Sedalia, and Lieut, Allen 
W. Lowry of Richmond, Cal., his co- 
pilot. They had been reported 
missing in action since March 4, 
when their bomber was attacked 
by enemy fighters and forced 
down in the North Sea after a 
long flight. 

“Disregarding their own person- 
al safety, Brill and Lowry re- 
mained at their posts and aided 
other crew members to leave the 
doomed ship,” the citation said, “In 


so doing, they sacrificed their own 
chances to escape.” 


On his first bombing mission as 
a full pilot, Lieut. Brill was cred- 
ited with having done “the best 
job of any pilot” in the group. Re- 
turning from a raid on Germany 
in February, Lieut. Brill’s plane 
was forced out of formation when 
two of its engines were knocked 
out, but he brought it back to 
base, the third engine going dead 
just as he landed. His hands and 
feet were badly frost bitten on the 
flight. 

Lieut. Brill, 26 years old, enlisted 
in August, 1941, was commissioned 
at Phoenix, Ariz. and ordered 
overseas last September. 


Lieut, Brill was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Brill of Sedalia. 
He was married and his wife lives 
with her parents in Des Moines, Ia.

RECORD - BREAKING 
DORTMUND BLOW 


Planes Struck in ‘Very 
Great Strength,’ Aijr 
Ministry Says—Clouds 
Over Target Obscure 
Extent of Damage. 


LONDON, May 26 (AP).—An 
armada of Royal Air Force heavy 
bombers, probably as strong as the 
force which unloaded more than 
2000 tons of explosives on Dort- 
mund Sunday night, blasted Dues- 
seldorf last night in a continuing 
offensive apparently aimed at 
knocking out Germany’s arms cen- 
ters one by one, 

Twenty-seven bombers were lost, 
Observers estimated that perhaps 


500 bombers—at least three-quar- 
ters of them giant four-motored 
craft capable of carrying a tremen- 
dous weight of high explosives— 
participated in the assault. 

More than five two-ton bombs a 
minute were dropped on Duessel- 
dorf during the attack, the Air 
Ministry news service announced. 
Four-ton bombs and thousands of 
incendiaries also were showered on 
the target, whose fires glared red 
through the overcast clouds. 

The Ministry said the attacking 
force was “nearly as large as that 
which raided Dortmund,” and de- 
scribed it as being in “very great 
strength,” the same phrase that 
was used to describe the Dortmund 
raid. 

Reports on the full extent of 
damage inflicted, however, were 
delayed because of heavy clouds 
which made observation over the 
target difficult. 

Damage Admitted by Nazis. 

(The communique of the German 
high command said the raid 
caused “losses among the popula- 
tion as well as damage to build- 
ings.” Twenty-four British planes 
were reported destroyed.) 

The British communique said 
that planes of the fighter com- 
mand carried out intruder opera- 
tions over Holland, Belgium and 
France. One fighter is missing. 

The offensive continued today 
and shortly after noon a strong 
force of Allied planes, possibly in- 
cluding bombers, sped across the 
Channel toward Calais to resume 
the battering of the Axis-held con- 
tinent. 

Other targets in Germany were 
bombed last night although Dues- 
seldorf, in the heart of the bat- 
tered Ruhr, was the main objec 
tive, the communique said. 

It was the second great attack 
on Germany in three nights, and 
gave force to the threat emanating 
from the Churchill-Roosevelt con- 
ferences that Adolf Hitler’s war 
power is to be destroyed at its 
roots. 

Duesseldorf is situated on the 
Rhine 24 miles northwest of Co- 
logne and 50 miles southwest of 
Dortmund, which was e target 
of Sunday’s record raid. is Ger- 
many’s third largest inland port 
and has iron and steel works com-

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
Diplomatic observers expressed 
doubt today that Italy would be 
invaded by the Allies this summer, 
although they said the threat of 
invasion would hang constantly 
over that unhappy peninsula. 

These observers, who have con- 
eentrated on the Italian situation 
from day to day, said the major 
@rive in Europe would almost cer- 
tainly be made against the Ger- 
mans, with Italy a secondary fac- 
tor in the invasion planning. 

Since Berlin is the major objec- 
tive in Europe, it was believed here 
that easier roads lie through coun- 
tries other than Italy—France and 
the Balkans for instance—because 
of Italy's peculiar geographical 
formation with the Alps blocking 
the upper end of the peninsula. 

Pending the invasion of the con- 
tinent, probably at several points, 
the American-British policy ap- 
parently is to bomb Italy out of 
the war. es 

If Italy collapses, deserted by the 
' Germans, four major developments 
@re expected: 

1. The Italian Army would offer 
only brief resistance to Allied oc- 
cupation, with the Italian people 
accepting it as a deliverance from 
Fascism. 

2. Premier Mussolini would take 
his government in exile to Ger- 
many, to escape retribution and to 
avoid the surrender of his last 
vestige of personal power. 

3. King Victor Emmanuel would 
abdicate, probably in favor of his 
6-year-old grandson, the Prince of 
Naples, in the hope that he, too 
young to be tarred with the brush 
of Fascism, could keep the mon- 
archy alive. 

4. United States Army officers, 
trained in the school of military 
government at Charlottesville, Va., 
would set up a purely military ad- 
ministration in Italy until the end 
of the war. 


FASCISTS HINT AT 
PAPAL PEACE MOVE

BERN, May 26.—For some rea- 
gon best known to themselves, the 
Fascists want the world to believe 
that the Pope is about to launch 
@ peace offensive in which they 
are interested. This is the in- 
escapable conclusion to be reached 
from the steady stream of Rome 
dispatches reaching the Swiss 
press these days reporting unusual 
diplomatic activity by the Vatican. 
All these dispatches, of course, 
have been submitted to and ap- 
proved by Fascist censors. 

Heading the list of events which 
the Rome scribes say indicate a 
Papal peace move is the presence 
in Rome of the Papal nuncio to 
Bern, Msgr. Bernardini, supposed- 
ly called home to inform the Pope 
of the impressions he has gained 
here, particularly of the attitude 
of Allied circles. , 

The return to the Vatican of 
British Minister Francis d’Arcy 
Godolphin Osborne, who left Rome 
two months ago for a holiday, is 
interpreted as a sign of the Pope’s 
interest in the British viewpoint 
concerning the feasibility of peace. 
And the forthcoming arrival in 
the Italian capita] of German Am- 
bassador Baron Ernst von Weis- 
gaecker who “enjoys special con- 
sideration in the Vatican” is 
stressed. 

The suppression of all press con- 
ferences, the reinforced silence of 
Vatican officials, and the can- 
cellation of almost all May cere- 
monies are the surest signs of the 
Pope’s present activity, according 
to the Rome correspondents. Al- 
though, they admit there is little 
reliable information, they present 
the following: 

1. The Pope’s move will be 
based on his last year’s Christmas 
message in which he repeated his 
views concerning human liberty 
and the need for completely inde- 
pendent small states in an organ- 
ized Europe. 

2. The Pope will not make direct 
peace proposals unless he has the 
full support of the few remaining 
neutrals .on this continent. The 
views of Spain and Portugal are 
well known and the Swiss and 
Swedish peoples yearn for the end 
of the war which threatens to 
engulf them, although they are un- 
likely to sponsor a peace which is 
nothing but mere cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

Two Axis satellites who are fol- 
lowing reports of Vatican activity 
with particular interest are Hun- 
gary and Rumania. In order to 
contact Allied circles, the Hun- 
garian Regent, Admiral Nicholas 
Horthy, is said to have sent a spe- 
cial emissary to one of Europe's 
neutral countries. While no longer 
Suggesting that Hungary get out 
of the war the Regent wants to 
know Allied plans for his country 
when the war is over, these reports 
have it. And, should the Allied 
answer be satisfactory, the Hun- 
garian opposition at an opportune 
moment could overthrow Nicholas 
von Kallay’s rather unconvinced 
collaborationist government and 
abandon fhe Axis. 
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Davies Indicates He Is Preparing 


To Leave Moscow for U. S. Soon 


Silent on Whether He Will Carry Written Re- 


ply From Stalin to Roosevelt—U. S. 
Plane Crew Given Big Welcome. 


MOSCOW, May 26 (AP).—Joseph 
E. Davies is rapidly winding up 
his affairs here in preparation for 
his return to Washington, he indi- 


cated today, but did not set a def- 
inite date for his departure. 

“There is nothing now to pre- 
vent my leaving,’ he told the As- 
sociated Press. 

Davies did not say whether he 
had received a written reply from 
Premier Stalin to President Roose- 
velt’s secret letter, nor did he say 
whether one was expected. 

The President’s special messen- 
ger has been Stalin at least once 
sincs he delivered the letter. It 
was not announced whether the 
two plan to meet again. 

Davies wag the luncheon guest 
today of Foreign Commissar Va- 
cheslav Molotov. 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 
the American plane which flew 
Davies here was forced to climb 
to 20,000 feet at one point to escape 
thermal air bumps. 

Davies donned an oxygen mask 
and came through in good shape, 


though he is not in the best of 
health, . 

The crew laughingly explained 
how their passenger changed, his 
mind about night flying. He ap- 
peared to be dubious of the com- 
fort afforded by cots rigged up for 
sleeping quarters, but agreed to 
spend one night aboard. After that 
he liked it so well he wanted to 
fly every night and spend his days 
sightseeing along the route. 

The plane was flown by a crack 
American transport command crew 
led by Waldon (Swede) Golien of 
Washington, former chief pilot for 
an air line, and Ben Prescott of 
Fort Worth, Tex., a former Flying 
Tiger with six Japanese planes to 
his credit. The plane was equipped 
with a double crew so it could fly 
continuously if necessary.

ITALIAN ISLANDS

Middle East command delivered a 
second big punch there by dumping 
175 tons of explosives in a sepa- 
rate raid. 

“Great Damage” Caused. 

An official announcement from 
Allied headquarters in North 
Africa said “great damage was 
done to important industrial and 
military targets and a supply ship 
and a tug were set on fire” in the 
raids by the flyers from the west 
side of Africa. 

A Cairo communique said that in 
the raid on Messina by the Libera- 
tors, “many bomb bursts were seen 
along railway sidings and on a 
naval oil depot in the dock area” 
and “numerous fires were started.” 
None of the Liberators was lost, 
but they shot down one intercept- 
ing fighter. 

With American planes delivering 
the main blows, the raids began 
early in the morning, and almost 
continually throughout the daylight 
hours bombers and fighters were 
over at least one of the three 
Italian islands. 

The fiercest air fights took place 
over Sicily and it was there that 
all of the Axis planes were shot 
down. 

Authoritative sources said that 
yesterday’s extremely heavy pound- 
ing of the outer Italian defenses 
was evidence of the increasing 
might of the Allied air forces and 
indicated that even this scale of | 
attack would soon be dwarfed by 
blows now being prepared. 

Under unified direction and with 
one master plan, every American 
and R. A. F. squadron assembled in 
French North Africa, Malta: and 
the Middle East is ready to keep 
the Mediterranean air offensive 
going. 

Dispute on Plane Losses. 

The Allied loss of 11 planes was 
described as “remarkably smal! in 
view of the large attacking forces 
and proof of the superior tactics, 
equipment and leadership.” 

(Today’s Italian communique said 
44 Allied planes were shot down 
yesterday and asserted that on 
Monday 40 raiders were destroyed. 
The Allies had reported the loss of 
only three planes for Monday.) 

The two-way blasting of the 
Sicilian ferry terminus of Messina 
was the high point of the day’s as- 
sault and the blasting given the 
city by the Fortresses was de- 
scribed as “one of the most suc- 
cessful attacks of the North Afri- 
can campaign.” 

(The Italians admitted that Mes- 
sina was “repeatedly attacked” yes- 
terday and that “important dam- 
age was caused, mainly in the cen- 
ter of the town.”) 

Photographs taken during the 
raid showed that all but a few 
bombs fell in military areas. 

Direct hits were scored by the 
Fortresses on ferry slipways, rail- 
road yards, supply dumps, railway 
shops and military stores and 
heavy explosions were seen when 
a string of bombs fell on the na- 
val seaplane base. Thick, black 
smoke rose in a tall column. 

Anti-aircraft fire was intense, but 
the greatest trouble for the Fort- 
resses came from enemy fighters. 
Near Trapani, Sicily, a pack of 40 
German fighters pounced on 10 
Fortresses en route to their tar- 
get. Twelve of the Nazi planes 
were shot down and all the Fort- 
resses came back safely.

has not been neglected,” he told the 
Ohio Manufacturers Association 
and the Associated Industries of 
Cleveland at a joint war-progress 
meeting last night. 

“We are determined on complete 
victory in the Pacific at the earl- 
jest possible time,” Patterson as- 
serted. 

“We will recapture Burma, we 
will reopen the Burma road, we 
will rescue and rearm China, we 
will liberate the Philippines. And 
in the end, we will utterly destroy 
thet ruling caste of Japan,” he 
said. 

“In the inevitable victory over 
our enemies, we at home have u 
major role to play.” Patterson 
said in citing production since 
Pearl Harbor—37,000 tanks, one 
million machine guns and 14 bil- 
lion rounds of small arms ammuni- 
tion—and asserted “the demands 
of war are insatiable. Whatever 
we have produced is not enough, 
not nearly enough. 

“We must not overlook the im- 
portance of the North African vic- 
tory in our war against Japan. 
North Africa is a long way from

MOSCOW, May 26.—One year 
after the birth of the Anglo-Soviet 
alliance, it is becoming more and 
more that powerful weapon which 
its signers envisioned in London 
last May. 

Every newspaper here devotes 
columns to the anniversary today, 
with significant stress on the 
agreement’s importance not only 
during days of war but in the 
years of peace to follow. It is cer- 
tain, says the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda, “to play an ex- 
ceptional role in the development 
of international relationships in 
Europe,” 

On a more personal plane, For- 
eign Commissar Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov entertained the British 
and United States Ambassadors, 
Sir Archibald Clark-Kerr and Ad- 
miral William H. Standley, and 
members of their staffs at a 
luncheon today. Both envoys and 
Maxim M. Litvinoff, Soviet Am- 
bassador to Washington, were 
among the crowd that heard a con- 
cert of English music in the great 
hall of the Tchaikovsky Conserva- 
tory last night. 


Tea for Reporters, 

British and American corre- 
spondents have been invited to a 
7 o'clock “tea” by the head of the 
press department of the Foreign 
Office, Nicolai Palgunov. 

Although the United States is not 
formally a member of this alli- 
ance, it is mentioned in almost 
every reference as an active part- 
ner in the conduct of the war and 
preparations for peace along the 
lines the treaty proposes. Red 
Star, the Army newspaper, with a 
lengthy military analysis of the 
treaty’s possibilities, adds that the 
Allies “have no idea of assuming 
the role of dictators in Europe.” 

The postwar program is based 
on two principles, Red Star says: 
First, the absence of any terri- 
torial ambitions; second, no inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
other Governments, 

The Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia points out that the alliance 
survived a series of propaganda 
and diplomatic attacks by Axis 
powers during the first year of its 
existence. The anniversary is be- 
ing celebrated, Izvestia goes on, at 
a time of crisis in the camp of the 
Fascists, while among the Allies 
there is a “strengthening unity, a 
growing friendship and increasing 
power.” 

British Gain in Prestige. 

It would be inadequate reporting 

if it were not pointed out that 


Britain, by taking the lead in de- 
.valoping relations with the Soviet 
‘Union, has benefited correspond- 
ingly. 

It is all the more remarkable 
when it is recalled that the United 
States had long been viewed by the 
Russians in a more friendly light 
than Britain. But Prime Minister 
Churchill’s immediate reaction at 
the time of the German invasion, 
then the readiness of British lead- 
ers to sign an alliance, plus their 


obvious determination now to im-' 


plement it, has sent British pres- 
tige up significantly. 

This did not happen overnight. 
Initial enthusiasm on both sides 
over the alliance was followed by 
a difficult period when feelings 
sharpened as the Germans drove 
on Stalingrad while no help ap- 
peared. 

Then came El Alamein, the 
North African landings, the grow- 
ing bomber offensive—which one 
paper here calls “the first swal- 
lows of the second front in Eu- 
rope”—and finally, Tunisia.

British, Russian Spokesmen Ex- 
change Congratulations. 
LONDON, May 26 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Michael Kalinin of the Soviet 


Supreme Council sent the follow- 
ing message today to King George 
VI on the occasion of the first an- 
niversary of the British-Russian 
alliance: ’ 

“The glorious victory of the 
Anglo-American armed forces in 
Tunisia which led to the rout of 
the Italo-German troops shows the 
powerful growth of Allied forces, 
and has produced feelings of ad- 
miration among the widest circles 
of Soviet people. 

“Many difficulties still lie ahead, 
but the enemy must not be allowed 
any breathing space. I am deeply 
convinced the alliance between the

Gov, Donnell withheld comment 
today on the committee’s action 
and would not say whether he had 
further plans to try to obtain legis- 
lative approval of the program. 

Operating in the secrecy of an 
executive session, the committee 
made it a complete victory for 
spoils politics and patronage by 
throttling a second and make- 
shift merit bill, not sponsored by 
the Governrer, which would have 
affected only a few hundred state 
employes. 

Rejection of the Governor’s pro- 
gram for appointments based on 
ability and efficiency largely was 
accomplishe’d »y members of his 
own Republican party, by a vote of 
17 to 6. It was learhed that vir- 
tually all o. .e committee mem- 
bers who supported his bill were 
Democrats. The bill has been held 
in the Republican-controlled com- 
mittee since last Feb. 8, 

The second bill was killed by a 
vote of 12 to 10, although a fa- 
vorable report on that bill had 
been recommended by a subcom- 
mittee appointed recently to make 
a study of both measures, 


Votes Are Secret. 

Votes of individual members 
were not disclosed and were not 
made a matter of record, under 
the committee secrecy system 
which permits killing of bills with- 
out disclosing the votes of com- 
mittee members. 

An effort to bring the issue of 
a merit system to the floor of the 
House for consideration in the 
open, despite the committee action, 
likely will be made this week, 

Representative O. K,. Armstrong 
(Rep.), Springfield, who  intro- 
duced the Governor’s bill, House 
Bill 154, by request, and later 
troduced the second makeshift 
measure, House Bill 644, as his 
own bill, when it became evident 
the Governor’s bill was being 
smothered, said today he would 
make a motion in the House to 
place No. 644 on the House calen- 
dar for consideration notwithstand- 
ing the committee’s adverse report. 
Adoption of this motion would re- 
quire 76 votes. 

Armstrong, who had supported 
both bills before the committee, 
said, however, that he did not plan 
to make such a motion on behalf 
of the Governor’s measure.

W this course is followed there 
have been suggestions that the pro- 
posa] take the form of a constitu- 
tional amendment, to create a State 
commission on personnel, with 
broad powers equivalent to those 
conferred by constitutional amend- 
ment on the State 
Commission.

islature,

granting certain small immediate 
benefits to the 450,000 soft coal 
miners and throwing other issues 
back to collective bargaining, but 
flatly denying the miners’ demand 


for a $2-a-day wage increase. 

Asked whether the board would 
call John L. Lewis, United Mine 
Workers’ president, before it to 
receive the decision, Chairman 
William H. Davis replied, “All he 
has to do is to read the order.” 

Though the major demand of 
the miners was rejected on the 
ground that it would be unfair to 
single them out for exception to 
the Little Steel wage formula, the 
board made it clear that it would 
sustain any portal-to-portal bene- 
fits they might gain that would 
not be “an indirect wage increase 
in violation of wage stabilization 
policies.” 

Portal-to-portal pay, which the 

board thus referred to collective 
bargaining between the United 
Mine Workers and the operators, 
would take into account the “trav- 
el time” of the miners in going to 
and from the face of the coal. 
- The board further recommended 
that steps be taken to assure the 
miners greater benefits than they 
now receive from the six-day week, 
and said that if a contract provi- 
sion to this end could not be agreed 
upon, the board itself would under- 
take to work out a suitable ar- 
rangement. 

The decision was unanimous ex- 
cept as to the demanded $2-a-day 
increase, which the labor mem- 
bers of the board declared was jus- 
tified because of “the tremendous 
and uncontrolled rise in the cost of 
living during the last two years.” 

Point by point, the directive or- 
der—comprised in a document of 
about 6000 words—did the follow- 
ing: 

1. Denied a general wage 
crease. 

2. Required the parties to nego- 
tiate a “reasonable reclassifica- 
tion” of certain employes—greas- 
ers, switch throwers and the like 
—who do the less onerous work 
about the mines and receive less 
than the standard pay. 

3. Called for settlement of the 
portal-to-portal issue by collective 
bargaining. 

4. Denied the ..ziners’ demand for 
double time for all work done on 
Sunday as such, the board point- 
ing out that this-subject is cov- 
ered by a presidential executive 
order. 

5. Increased vacation pay from 
the present $20 to $50. 

6. Required the negotiation of a 
suitable provision to protect wage 
scales in leased mines. 

7. Denied the miners’ demand 
that only union-made explosives, 
mine supplies and tools be made 
available for use by the miners. 

Free Safety Equipment. 

8. Upheld the miners’ contention 
that the owners should furnish 
safety equipment and working 
tools, including blacksmithing, to 
the miners without charge. Chair- 
man Davis estimated that the gain 
to the miners from the elimination 
of these occupational charges 
would be from 8 to 15 cents a day. 
Personal wearing apparel such as 
hats, clothing, shoes and goggles 
are to remain a charge against the 
miners. 

9. Provided that the new con- 
tract, in the absence of mutual 
agreement to the contrary, should 
run for two years from April 1, 
1843, with provision, however, for 
the reopening of the wage scale on 
30 days’ notice by either party at 
the end of the first contract year. 

10. Announced the board as re- 
ceptive to any “réasonable, pro- 
posal” relating to the six-day week, 
but declared that “an annual wage 
based on 52 weeks of production at 
six days a week cannot be guar- 
anteed the mine workers without 
imposing an undue burden on the 
industry or greatly increasing the 
cost of coal to the public.” 

Suggests Commission. 

ll. Recommended the creation 
of a commission of appointed ex- 
perts, working in collaboration with 
the Administrator of Solid Fuels 
for War (Ickes), to study prob- 
lems connected with the six-day 
week, problems “which lie outside 
the field of labor disputes and 
wages,” and such other matters 
as the parties or the board might 
refer to it. This commission would 
peek to increase the benefits of 
the six-day week to the miners 
“without undue hardship on the 
operators.” It would consider, on 
the one hand, possible improve- 
ments in the working and living 
conditions of the miners, and, on 
the other hand, means of increas- 
ing efficiency in the mining, trans- 
portation and marketing of coal. 

12. Provided that within 15 days 
the parties must submit to the 
board for approval any agreement 
on wages, and report any issues 
still in dispute. Provided also that 
until final settlement is reached, 
“the parties shall continue the un- 
interrupted production of coal” 
under the present contract, with 
the understanding that any wage 
adjustments shall be dated back to 
March 31. 

Portal-to-Portal Pay Issue. 

With regard to portal-to-portal 
pay, the board observed signif- 
icantly that “wage adjustments 
made in compliance with the Fair 
Labor Standard Act of 1938 are 
consistent with the national wage 
stabilization.” This opens the way 
to more money for the miners 
through payment for “travel time” 
underground. The miners estimate 
this time at an average of 90 min- 
utes a day. According to the op- 
erators, the average is 85 minutes,

Labor Statistics covering a period 
of years has placed it at 48. 


The board referred to a recent 
court decision holding that all the 
time spent in the mine involved— 
an iron mine—was working time 
and should be compensated as 
such. But the board also cited the 
coal operators’ claim that the de- 
cision was not applicable to con- 
ditions in the coal mines, and 
pointed out, moreover, that the de- 
cision is subject to review by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

“Thus,” said the board, “this 
controversy over  portal-to-portal 
pay presents a mixed question of 
law and fact which, in the ab- 
sence of a specific court deter- 
mination bearing on these parties, 
can and should be settled by them 
in collective bargaining.” 

Indirect Pay Rise Barred. 

The board went on to say that 
any agreement reached by the 
parties in such bargaining “must 
be genuinely and reasonably re- 
lated to the portal-to-portal issue.” 
It required that any settlement be 
submitted to it, so that the board 
might decide whether the settle- 
ment was a genuine adjustment of 
claims under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act and not “an indi- 
rect wage increase in violation of 
the wage stabilization policies.” 

“The board feels,” the decision 
proceeded, “that any payment for 
travel time should be so designated 
and paid for as an item separate 
and apart from hourly or tonnage 
rates, in order that there may be 
no doubt that travel time has been 
included in the mine workers’ 
compensation. 

“It should be understood that if 
the parties settle*their differences 
over the portal-to-portal issue and 
share the benefits among all the 
miners, including those who work 
on the surface, the total sum dis- 
tributed shall not be in excess of a 
sum computed on the basis of the 
average time spent by under- 
ground workers in travel from 
portal-to-portal. 

“With these understandings the 
board directs the parties to under- 
take to reach such a settlement, 
subject to board approval.” 

* Case, Weighed Impartially. 

The board reviewed the history 
of the case and declared that not- 
withstanding “the impediments” 
that had been put in its path— 
meaning the refusal of Lewis to 
have anything to do with the pro- 
ceedings—it had sought to evalu- 
ate “soundly and impartially” the 
rights of the wage earners. 

The history of the bituminous 
coal industry, the board reported, 
was “one of overdevelopment and 
irregular operation.” For the first 
time in 14 years, the industry in 
1940 showed a net profit. Its posi- 
tion continued to improve under 
the stimulus of a wartime demand 
for coal, and “the year 1942 was a 
year of comparative prosperity 
both for the mine operators and 
the mine workers.” 

“With the six-day week, which 
has now been arranged for,” the 
decision went on, “there will un- 
doubtedly be a substantial increase 
in the weekly and annual income 
of the mine workers in 1943, and 
no doubt an increase in the net 
realization of the operators.” 
Going into wage comparisons, 
the board said that on the hourly 
basis the present straight-time pay 
of the soft coal miners compared 
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favorably with industrial pay in 
general. Indeed, in only four of the 
industries included in the board’s 
analysis—locomotives, shipbuilding, 
petroleum refining and automobiles 
—was the hourly pay higher than 
in bituminous coal mining. Be- 
cause of the shorter hours worked 
in the mines, the comparison on 
a weekly basis as’ of December, 
1942, was less favorable. But, said 
the board, the new six-day ar- 
rangement must now be taken 
into account. If a miner worked 
the full six-day week of 42 hours, 
he made, with his overtime pay 
for seven hours, an average week- 
ly income not exceeded in any of the 
industries selected for analysis ex-, 
cept shipbuilding, locomotives and 
automobiles, 

The comparison on an annual 
basis had shown, for 1942, a still 
greater disparity against the 
miners than the weekly wage com- 


parison, but here again the posi- 
tion of the miners ~would be sub- 
stantially improved through the 
six-day week plan. 

The board then showed that 
since Jan. 1, 1941, the mine work- 
ers had received an increase of 
18.2 per cent—or an increase in 
excess of the 15 per cent which the 
board allows under the Little Steel 
formula—to compensate for the in- 
creased cost of living between Jan. 
1, 1941, and May, 1942. 

“That yardstick,” the board 
said, “has been applied . to 
great masses of American workers 
which in the aggregate include the 
gteat majority of all such work- 
ers. It would be manifestly unfair 
to apply any other yardstick to the 
mine workers. The War Labor 
Board, exists and acts by exercise 
and delegation of the war powers 
of the President as commander in 
chief. In its exercise of those 
poWers it must certainly apply 
them equally to all men in similar 
circumstances, This is the very 
essence of Pastice. 


“For these reasons the mine 


workers’ demand for a general 
wage increase of $2 a day must be 
denied, since they are among those 
workers who have already had a 
general wage increase of more 
than 15 per cent since Jan. l, 
1941.”

_Tells of Being ‘Scared to Death’

Maj. David Warren Hassemer of Brentwood 
Says Planes Sank 8 Japanese Ships at Milne 
Bay—Has Been Away 3 Years. 


With a Distinguished Fiying 
Cross, and thrilling tales of nar- 
row escapes from Zeros, Maj. Da- 
vid Warren Hassemer of the Army 


Air Forces has returned to his 
home here on leave from combat 
service in the Pacific war theater 
after an absence of exactly three 
years from the day he left to 
serve in Hawail. 

Maj. Hassemer, 26 years old, the 
gon of Mr. and Mrs. O. F. Has- 
semer, 2702. Manderly drive, Brent- 
wood, arrived last night. 

The cross, for action in the Solo- 
mon Islands and New Guinea, was 
bestowed on him in Hawaii just 
before he departed on leave, he 
told his ‘parents, estimating he has 
taken part, as pilot of a Flying 
Fortress, in 12 bombing. raids and 
about 25 reconnaissance flights. 

“Scared to Death” Once. 

The most memorable of his 
bombing raids to him—when he 
was “scared to death”’—he told & 
Post-Dispatch reporter, was not 
“the big show” of Feb. 14, the at- 
tack on Rabaul, New Britain, the 
greatest mass bomber raid. carried 
out in the Australian theater so 
far, but the mission to Milne Bay, 
New Guinea, Aug. 22, 1941, shortly 
after his group arrived in Aus- 
tralia. 

The purpose of the mission, he 
explained, was to strike Japanese 
shipping in Milne Harbor, where 
the enemy had already made a 
landing with three cruisers, three 
destroyers, three tankers and two 
transports—11 ships in all. 

“The first day we tried -to find 
the Japs we returned with all our 
bomb loads and ammunition, for 
the weather was too murky for us 
to locate the enemy,” he said. 

“The second day of operations 
the group of bombers I was in had 


no trouble finding the scene, forja 


the battle had already begun when 
we arrived. Other American planes, 
in our co-ordinated mass attack of 
Kittyhawk fighters, Mitchell bomb- 
ers, Marauders and Flying Fort- 
resses, had preceded us in engaging 
the Japs, who were sending up 


Zeros as well as anti-aircraft fire. 
“As soon as the Japs saw our 
heavy bombers, they put up a cur- 
tain of fire such as I've never 
seen before or since. I didn’t see 
how any of us could get through 
it, and I still don’t know how we 
did it. 
* Ack-Ack Especially Intense. 
“Because of our low altitude we 
found the ack-ack especially in- 
tense. The clouds were at about 
2800 feet, so we had tO come in at 
about 2500, where the small cal- 
iber shells, added to the normal 
heavy caliber anti-aircraft bullets, 
are always densest, 


“We flew through heavier and 
heavier tapestries of shellfire, and 
I saw the other Fortresses being 
riddled and shot up like a bunch 


of sieves, but the plane I flew, I 


discovered later, suffered only one 
small hole in the fuselage. 

“Things looked pretty black as 
more and more Zeros came up, 
attacking from all angles. Our 
medium bombers, the Marauders, 
extremely fast but lacking the 
heavy defensive guns of the 
Fortresses, managed to draw away 
most of the Zeros. It was not till 
we had dropped our bombs and 
started home that I saw a Fortress 
fall, the victim of Jap ack-ack 


guns.” 

Besides the nine crew members 
lost in the one heavy bomber shot 
down, Maj. Hassemer’s party at 
Milne Bay lost only one man, a 
bombardier from another plane, 
and or the 11 Japanese craft his 
group set out to attack, only two 
destroyers and one transport 
escaped, he said, with Japanese 
losses including three cruisers, 
three tankers, a destroyer and a 
transport. 


Just after the Milne Bay battle 


false report of Maj. Hassemer’s 
death was filed when his plane, 
piloted by another officer, crashed 
in a night take-off, while the 
Major was sound asleep at the 
field. The next morning, when he

NEW AIR RAID SIGNAL SYSTEM 
ADOPTED FOR SEVENTH REGION 


A new air raid warning signal 
gystem, conforming to the system 
in use in the east, has been adopt- 
ed for the nine states in the Sev- 
enth Defense Region, including 
Missouri, and will go into effect 
immediately, Maj. Joseph H. 
Pirsch, a staff member of the re- 
gional headquarters of the Office 
of Civilian Defense at Omaha, has 
announced here. 

The new system will result in a 
minimum of time loss, earlier 
blackout and more complete mo- 
bilization of the OCD, and the 
elimination of confusion, Maj. 
Pirsch said. 

The system provides four sig- 
fals—“blue,” “red,” “blue follow- 
ing red,” and “white,” or “all 
clear.” The blue signal, steady 
two-minute blasts on whistles, 
means “probable raid.” The red, a 
series of short blasts, means an air 
raid is imminent.

At Beardstown, IIL, Illinois Riv- 
er town 100 miles northeast of 
St. Louis, the Illinois was expected 
to reach its 30-foot crest today.

The powder 
plant manufactures industrial ex- 
plosives, and is about three miles 
from the norma! banks of the Mis- 
sissippi. Thousands of acres in 
this region have been overflowed 
since the breaking of the Preston 
and Aldridge levees. 

“We'll be lucky if we succeed in 
‘holding the powder plant,” Clar- 
ence Campbell, Civilian Defense 
director of Union County, said. 

Use of Army amphibious jeeps 
for rescue work in various flooded 
sections has been “without serious 
mishap except at a point near Gor- 
ham, Ill, 90 miles below St. Louis, 
where one of the craft struck an 
obstruction and sank.

NOW, CHURCHILL ASSERTS) 


Tells White House Press Conference Allies 


Will Wage Concurrent Wars in Europe and | 
Asia — Wouldn’t Think of Asking Russia| | 


to Fight Japan.

Posie MINISTER CHURCHILL is supremely confident that the 


pletely obliterate the Germans and the Japanese. At a 40-minute 
White House press conference with President Roosevelt late yester- 
day, the veteran British strategist declared Stalingrad and Tunis 
marked the perfectly undisputable turning of the tide. He declared 
that his present meeting with the President had resulted in sound 
and good conclusions, which he said would be applied with equal 
force in the Atlantic, Pacific, in Europe and in Asia—in every place 
‘ where it may be necessary to press for the unconditional surrender 
of all those forces which have molested us. 


President Roosevelt smilingly ob- 
served that the Prime Minister’s 
use of the word “molest” was a 
classic example of Churchillian un- 
derstatement. 

Churchill said that he had 
brought his Far Eastern military 
and naval leaders to Washington 
so that they could increase the in- 
tensity of the war effort against 
Japan. The question of priority of 
theaters of war, he said, has not 
the sharp form it had when he 
was here in December, 1941, and 
January, 1942. 

The United States and Great 
Britain, he emphasized, have the 
resources now to wage concurrent 
wars in both directions. The ques- 
tion now, he said, was the exceed- 
ingly difficult one of application 
of men and munitions. ; 


Points Reviewed. 

In his introduction, Roosevelt 
said that the Prime Minister would 
answer any question—or almost 
any question. Churchill lived up 
to the promise and gave his views 
on the following general points: 

1. Italy is a softer proposition 
than Germany and the misled Ital- 
fan people would do well to settle 
with their intriguing leaders and 
throw themselves on the justice of 
the Allies. The Allies, however, 
are counting on the: force of arms 
for the defeat of Italy. 

2. The Russians have been such 
a grand ally; have struck such 
heavy blows, tearing the guts out 
of Germany; have suffered such 
grievous losses that he would not 
think of suggesting that they de- 
clare war on Japan. The Rus- 
sians must know, however, that 
Japan has watched events with an 
opportunist’s eye. Russia will hurl 
back any German attack this year. 

3. It is poetic justice that Ger- 
many and Japan are being out- 
matched in air power. It was the 
weapon they themselves chose and 
boasted about. In the end our 
manufacturing and training are 
bound to be decisive. 

4. The war against the subma- 
rines is very encouraging. The sur- 
plus of ship production over ship 
losses has been substantial; the 
killing of U-boats has improved, 
and some wonderful anti-subma- 
rine methods, thought up by a lot 
of clever people on both sides of 
the Atlantic are bringing results. 

5. He liked the dissolution of the 
Comintern. 

6. Australia has less to fear from 
a Japanese assault than when the 
Prime Minister was in Washington 
last June. 

7. No step has been taken at 
present for an inter-Allied com- 
mander of the prospective Euro- 
pean theater. 

8 The Allied commanders are 
having greater successes because 
they have struck with superior 
forces at the right places. Their 
troops are equipped with the best 
Weapons and are backed by a flow 
of material. from British and 
American industry with which Ger- 
many and Japan cannot compete. 

9. Hitler, the \ictim of\ unbridled 
ambition, must be repenting that 
he did not confine his activities to 
the restoration of Germany. 

10. Now that the back-chat be- 
tween Gens. Giraud and De Gaulle 
has come to an end, Frenchmen 
ean get together for the common 
duty they owe to France. 

The Prime Minister's ruggedly 
individualistic combination of 
clothes would have made a Bond 
street tailor shudder. With a 
semi-formal short black coat, he 
wore light gray Oxford “bags,” 
with cuffs. Over gray ribbed socks 
were black zippered low-cut shoes. 
He wore no waist coat and his 
soft-collared white - shirt was 
adorned by a small blue bow tie. 
In his left lapel was the enamel 
color-bar of the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, which he won in the 
last war. He, of course, had his 
big cigar, which he lighted when 
talking about U-boats. 

The President’s clothes were 
orthodox. With a pin-stripe blue 
suit and white soft shirt he wore 
a light and dark blue four-in-hand 
tie. The President's grayish pallor 
stood out in contrast to the Prime 
Minister's pink skin. The Presi- 
dent, as usual at a press confer- 
ence, smoked his cigarettes from a 
long holder. 

At the conclusion of the press 
session, the Prime Minister jumped 
nimbly on his chair near the Presi- 
dent’s and gave the V sign with 
his right hand, while the President 
shouted that the conferences would 
continue, that there was a lot of 
ground to cover. 

In introducing his distinguished 
colleague, the President said that 
considering the size of total, global 
war problem, he and Churchill had 
worked in record time. 

To several questions, such as the 
threat to Australia and the prog- 


ress against the totalitarian pow- 
ers, the Prime Minister pointed out 
that the situation had improved 
since he wag here last summer. 
He recalled that it was in the 
President’s executive office that he 
was informed about the British 
surrender of Tobruk, and joked 
that there had not been a unhap- 
pier Englishman in the United 
States since Gen. Burgoyne sur- 
rendered at Saratoga. He pointed 
out, however, that the troops 
moved to North Africa before the 
fall of Tobruk changed the bal- 
ance that was later revealed at 
El Alamein. 


Praises Soviet Help. 

This time last year, he continued, 
our Russian ally was being sub- 
jected to a heavy, and possibly 
deadly, offensive, which might 
have led to the loss of the Cauca- 
sus. The Russians, however, like 
the British in North Africa, had 
gained a series of successes. 

When he was asked if it was not 
to Russia’s self-interest to declare 
war on Japan, the Prime Minister 
smilingly observed that by some 
oversight he had not been given 
the great job of directing the Rus- 
sian armies. Then, in a serious 
tone, he pointed out that the Rus- 
sians had stood off 190 German 
and 28 satellite divisions, and that 
in these circumstances he would 
not ask more of them. No other 
nation, he said, could have struck 
such blows or sustained such 
losses. , 

Russian strength, he added, is 
growing, and will grow, and the 
Russians must know that Japan 
has watched events with an op- 
portunist’s eye. 

The President rejoined the con- 
ference remarks when the Prime 
Minister began answering ques- 
tions about air raids. They agreed 
that day and night bombing should 
be continued, the night bombing 
for general destruction and . the 
day bombing by Americans for 
specific targets. 

The combination, Churchill ob- 
served, was like running a 24-hour 
service. 


His View of Air Raids. 


The Prime Minister said his 
speech to Congress had been gross- 
ly distorted if anyone thought he 
believed air raids would bring 
about the defeat of Germany; 
simultaneous methods, he _ said, 
were not excluded in his remarks. 

A reporter asked what he thought 
was going on in Hitler’s mind. 

The Prime Minister replied that 
he had very little doubt that if Hit- 
ler could have the past back, he 
would play a different game and 
would not reject all the peace ef- 
forts the British Government had 
made—efforts that had brought 
that Government into disrepute. 

Hitler, he continued, had achieved 
the restoration of Germany but was 
not satisfied; the unbridled ambi- 
tion of this wicked man led him to 
try to dominate the world. Hitler 
must be repenting now, he added, 
but he doesn’t deserve another 
chance, 

“Do you think Hitler has a 
mind?” a facetious reporter asked. 

The inquirer was rebuked by the 
serious reply that Hitler was in 
full control of his faculties and the 
resources of his country. 

Noting that Mussolini and Italy 
were a softer proposition than Ger- 
many, the British warrior declared 
the Allies were not counting on 
anything but force of arms. 

The Allies, he continued, may be 
aided by weakening of morale of 
Italians because nobody is propos- 
ing to take their soil from them; 
they have sinned and erred but it 
was well known that totalitarian 
tyranny plus the secret police was 
capable of obliterating the sense of 
freedom; they would be well ad- 
vised to dismiss their intriguing 
leaders and throw themselves on 
the justice of those they have griev- 
ously offended. 

The Italians, he said, should do 
their own settling with their 
leaders, but meanwhile the Allies 
would apply physical stimuli to 
recalcitrant nations. 

Allied resources for waging con- 
current war, he said, were evident 
in the field of air power. At the 
end of a certain period, he re- 
marked cautiously, our superiority 
in this field will be decisive. Both 
the Germans and the Japanese, 
he said, boasted that air power 
would make them supreme—and 
the Japanese started the war with 
air power at Pearl Harbor, and it 
is poetic justice that they are out- 
matched. 

The interchange of questions and 
answers ended when a reporter 
asked if the Prime Minister wanted 
to amplify his predictions made at 
Casablanca. He replied that most 
of those predictions had come 
true.

China and War: 
Strategy Over 
the Globe

HE future of the Pacific war 
(a. —its duration, its strategy, the 

shape of its combat—all still 
are vague and uncertain. We be- 
gin to see the Atlantic-European 
warfare in terms that we can 
grasp—it becomes a solid, factual 
problem. We feel we can master 
it, hence it has lost many of its 
terrors for us. The growing power 
of Russian, British and American 
troops has cut Germany and Italy 
down to life size, so that by the 
end of the war we shall probably 
be thinking of German troops 
with the detached contempt ré@ 
served for inferiors (as we did in 
1918) and will have forgotten how 
they filled half the world with 
panicky awe back in ’39 (as in '14). 

But the future of the Pacific war 
is nowhere near as clear—not to 
the man in the street. 

How are we going to get at the 
Japanese? What are we striving 
toward? When we do ultimately 
fight battles with the Japanese 
and beat them, what then? 


War of Ideas. 


di HE warfare of the Pacific 
really isn’t as muddled as it 
seems. True enough, it’s a war of 
physical combat between ourselves 
(plus our Allies) and the Japanese. 
Beyond that, it is a war to deter- 
mine which set of powers, which 
set of ideas, will dominate the 
vast Pacific area—not in a coloniz- 
ing’ sense, but in a way that will 
fulfill Pacific destiny as a com- 
ponent element of global life. 


It is the Japanese who are striv- 
ing the colonize Asia—to turn the 
clock backward—just as the Ger- 
mans are striving to colonize Eu- 
rope. 

However gropingly, the United 
Nations are trying to spread the 
idea of self-government and inter- 
locking international co-operation 
around the world in the mutual 
interest of ourselves and of hu- 
manity as a whole. 


. * 
A Global Job. 
S we think of the Pacific war 
and its future, it becomes in- 
creasingly clear that it’s a global 
job, a job which can never be han- 
died properly except with and 
through a China able to co-oper- 
ate as one of the big four of the 
United Nations, 

Russia, Britain and the United 
States are beginning to grow 
strong—to get pretty confident and 
self-sufficient. There’s an increas- 
ing tendency to feel that it’s our 
war, for the three of us to win or 
lose. 

That’s right, in the Atlantic-Eu- 
ropean theater. But not in the 
Pacific. 

Perhaps, true enough, we three 
hot shots can muster up the 
strength for the physical defeat of 
Japan. We're not worth much if 
we can’t do that, when all is said 
and done. But the defeat of Japan 
is only one small part of the “war” 
for the future of the Pacific. 

The great stabilizing, balancing 
force in the Pacific world after 
the war must be a China able to 
participate on equal terms with

Report Reveals Billion in Fighting Equipment 
Has Been Sent to Russia Under Lend-Lease 


in Last Two Years.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP). 


HE bulk of fighting equipment exported from this country to 
bolster the United Nations’ war effort has gone to Russia, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt disclosed yesterday. 


Detailing the distribution of 


$11,102,472,000 in lend-lease funds during a little more than two years, 
he said that the Soviet Union had received $1,041,000,000 worth of 
planes, tanks, motor vehicles, ammunition, ordnance and water craft. 


The President's report to Con- 
gress related that the United 
Kingdom got $3,116,000,000 worth 
of exports during the period and 
Russia only $1,822,000,000. But in 
actual fighting equipment, Roose- 
velt said, Russia's $1,041,000,000 
shipments contrasted with Brit- 
ain’s $881,000,000. 


Aid Given in U. S. 

The report explained that some 
of the lend-lease aid to Allied na- 
tions has been in the form of goods 
and services made available in this 
country—training planes, ship re- 
pairs, and the like—so that the 
actual total of exports from the 
time lend-lease operations began on 
March 11, 1941, through last March 
$1 is only $7,105,000,000. This does 
not take into account 700 million 
dollars worth of planes and ships 
delivered by air and sea, 

The report on ‘assistance to 
Russia coincided with statements 
of Lend-Lease Administrator Ed- 
ward Stettinius to the House last 
Friday just before it voted an ad- 
ditional $6,273,629,000 to the agency 
for the coming fiscal year. This 
measure was approved yesterday 
by the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee after elimination of a re- 
striction against use of any of the 
funds for payment of subsidies on 
agricultural products. 

Stettinius, in urging the amount 
that would bring the total of ap- 
propriations to lend-lease to about 
24 billion dollars said that during 
the first year of the program more 
than two-thirds of all shipments 
went to the United Kingdom, but 
that during the first three months 
of 1943 about one-third went to the 
Soviet Union, a little more than 
one-third to the United Kingdom, 
and the remainder to other war 
fronts. 


Adequate Deliveries. ; 

“Today, we are outbuilding the 
aggressors in every category of 
modern arms,” Roosevelt asserted, 
“and we are delivering them in the 
amounts necessary to build up the 
striking power for offensives that 
will end only in Berlin and Tokyo. 

“As lend-lease moves ahead in its 
third year, our armed forces, our 
supplies and the combined efforts 
of the United Nations are driving 
ahead to complete victory over the 
enemy.” 

The Soviet Union, the report 
said, has obtained thousands of 
planes, tens of thousands of trucks, 
jeeps and other motor vehicles, 
more than a million tons of food, 
several million pairs of army boots, 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
armor plate, steel, aluminum, cop- 
per, zinc, TNT and chemicals and 
various types of machine tools, 
power generating equipment and 
railway supplies. 

The largest exports of industrial 
items, such as metals and machin- 
ery, and of foodstuffs, went to the 
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British, however. 

The report indicated more em- 
phasis would be placed on food 
shipments to Russia from now on 
“in order to maintain the rations 
of the Soviet Army.” It said food 
will have this year a priority on 
a par with planes and trucks on 
Russian-bound vessels,

A Criticism of Credit Unions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITH reference to your editorial of 
Saturday, “Stifling of Credit Union 
Bill”: 

A most amusing situation presents it- 
self to the borrower from a credit union. 
First, the employe is urged to invest in 
the credit union and is assured a safe 
investment and regular earnings. Sec- 
ond, when in need of money, he bor- 
rows his own back at a higher rate of 
interest than he can ever expect to earn 
through this union. Third, the credit 
union itself has a whip hand over the 
borrower much the same as the same 
unsevory instrument of the high rate 
loan—the wage assignment. Also the 
borrower must have additional col- 
lateral, 

Is it any wonder that losses on these 
loans average only .07 of 1 per cent, and 
that the cost is only 1 per cent per 
month? Since these loans are usually 
insured, it is difficult to see how losses 
can be that high. 

Survival of a credit union is easy 
since, although it operates on borrowed 
funds itself, it must pay no interes/ gut 
merely declares a dividend if and when 
it can operate profitably. 

Therefore, you are attempting to stifle 
a private enterprise by reducing the 
rate of interest applicable to individual- 
ly owned loan companies to a point 


where they cannot operate profitably, 
aneanwhile encouraging a group union 
that charges its borrowers for the use 
of their own money. If profits are to 
be regulated, they should be regulated 
entirely or not at all.

THE WLB’S DECISION. 


In its coal mine decision yesterday, the War La- 
bor Board stood by its guns. It refused John L. 
Lewis’ chief demand—a $2-per-day increase in the 
basic pay of miners. It refused to abandon the 
Little Steel formula, designed in April, 1942, to 
stem the rising tide of inflation. It hag been 
Lewis’ avowed purpose to smash this formula and, 
by so doing, to destroy the War Labor’ Board. The 
WLB accepts the gage of battle. 

The board recognizes, as it would have under any 
circumstances, justifiable claims by the miners. It 
proposes to plug certain loopholes in Secretary 
Ickes’ recent order placing coal-mining on a six- 
day week. Under this order, because time-and-a- 
half is paid on the sixth day, the miners’ basic 
weekly pay envelop contains $45.50 instead of $35. 

It is a perfectly fair deal. The country needs the 
extra coal that will be mined on the sixth day, and 
the miners can very wé@il use the added income to 
which an extra day of work entitles them. This 
does not affect the basic wage structure of the mines. 

A strong argument can be made in favor of portal- 
to-portal pay, and WLB recognizes it by proposing 
that this subject be further discussed in collective 
bargaining between the mine workers and the opera- 
tors. In case they are unable to reach an agree- 
ment, Chairman Davis of WLB agrees to lend the 
board’s aid. The board increased vacation pay from 
$20 to $50 and directed operators to furnish with- 
out charge their safety equipment and working tools. 

Why did the board refuse to grant a $2-a-day in- 
crease? Because, under the Little Steel formula, 
the miners are not entitled to the increase, for they 
have already received, since Jan. 1, 1941, wage in- 
creases in excess of the 15 per cent allowed by the 
formula. 

Why did the board refuse to abandon the Little 
Steel formula? Because to do go would unsettle 
the whole wage structure of the country. If it were 
abandoned in the case of the coal miners, it would 
have to be abandoned in the case of millions of 
other workers, and, if that were done, it would be 
to invite the terrors of inflation—the country’s worst 
domestic enemy in time of war. 

Of the refusal to abandon the Little Steel formula, 
the board said: “That yardstick has been applied 
by the board from that time (April, 1942) to this, 
to great masses of American workers which, in the 
aggregate, include the great majority of all such 
workers. It would be manifestly unfair to apply 
any other yardstick to the mine worker.” 

Ig it not true that the Little Steel formula has 
been vitiated in part by the rise of prices? There 
is no doubt prices have risen, and there is no doubt 
that OPA has made many mistakes in its efforts 
to stop this rise. It is also true, conversely, that, 
in Many cases, wages have risen faster than prices. 
The situation, however, does not call for abandon- 
ing wage and price control, but for getting a firmer 
grip on both these inflationary dangers. 

The six-day week and the other increases in in- 
come which the miners will receive under the WLB 
decision, if this were an ordinary labor dispute, 
would probably settle the question. But this is 
not an ordinary labor dispute. John L. Lewis is, 
unfortunately, interested in something more than 
an adjustment in miners’ pay to meet increased 
living costs. So, during the crisis he has precipi- 
tated, it has been quite,easy to lose sight of the 
original issue, justice for the miners, because of ‘the 
greater issue: Is John L. Lewis bigger than the 
United States Government? 

We believe the WLB has tried hard, in its deci- 
sion, to meet the just demands of the miners and 
to arrange for settlement, by means of collective 
bargaining, of the portal-to-portal question. We be- 
lieve the OPA should pursue with increased zeal 
its investigation of prices in coal districts and its 
plans to stabilize or roll back those prices. 

Meanwhile, if Lewis persists in his defiance of 
the War Labor Board, and the War Labor Board 
here is the United States Government, to gratify 
his overweening ambition and to satisfy his intense 
personal hatreds, he must be sternly dealt with. 
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A FAKE AND A FRAUD. 

The so-called criminal code reform bill, which the 
Missouri House has perfected, is a fake and a fraud. 
The thing is not worth the ink and paper which 
would be required to print it as a statute if enacted. 

Here is what the measure would do: It would 
give the State Supreme Court the “right” to draw 
up needed changes in Missouri’s antiquated criminal 
code. But the effectiveness of the State Supreme 
Court’s changes would be dependent upon approval 
by the Legislature and the Governor. 

Suppose the Supreme Court decided that justice 
in Missouri would be better served by granting State 
Judges the power to determine whether jointly in- 
dicted defendants should go to trial separately (as 
is the rule under Missouri’s mandatory severance) 
or together (as is frequently the case in Federal 
criminal trials). : 

What chance would there be to get the Supreme 
Court’s recommendation approved by the Legisla- 
ture? The answer to that question is written in 
the record of session after session, including this 
one, since the latest defeat of discretionary sever- 
ance came only last week in the House. 

There is no use fooling ourselves about this. So 
far as criminal code reform is concerned, the Repub- 
lican blue-ribbon House is no better than its Demo- 
cratic predecessors. The sponsors of a modern crim- 
inal code—and they include all the progressive ele- 
ments in the Missouri bar and many laymen and lay 
groups—should now turn to the coming State Con- 
stitutional Convention, It provides the earliest op- 
portunity for repudiation by the voters of the Legis- 
lature’s practice of serving hardened criminals at 
the expense of law and order and justice, 
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TROUBLE IN THE OPA, 
There is trouble in the OPA. Whether it is serious 


itrouble—‘‘a complete breakdown approaching a 


major catastrophe,” as asserted by Representative 
Herter of Massachusetts—or no more than the dis- 
agreements to be expected in an agency with a 
complicated job remains to be seen. 

Prentiss Brown may be quite right in expressing 
the latter view in connection with the resignations 
of members of his staff which have recently come to 
his desk. But he is wide of the mark, indeed, if 
he feels that the American people fully agree with 
him that “OPA is on the job.” 

The recent lists of dollars-and-cents ceiling prices 
have left them very disturbed. These lists were 
looked forward to as a simplified device for checking 
on food prices and were expected to result in reduc- 
tions. Shoppers, therefore, were amazed to find that 
they authorized many increases. , 

In St. Louis, some of the new ceilings were 
higher than the regular advertised prices—not the 


one-day bargains—of many stores, both independent ' 


neighborhood shops and chain stores. To cite a few 
random instances: a ceiling of 11 cents a can was 
announced for canned milk which was being sold at 
a prige of three cans for 27 cents; 34 cents for grape- 
fruit juice which was being offered at 29 cents; 74 
cents for a two-pound can of coffee selling at 63 
cents; $1.50 for a 24-pound sack of flour selling at 
$1.21. As to meats, the difference was even wider. 

Even more alarming was OPA’s abandonment of 
grade labeling—the consumer’s assurance against 
concealed price increases through reductions in 
quantity and quality. : 

Difficult ag the problem of price control may be, 
it is one which Washington will have to treat with 
more realism. Too much depends on it—not only 
the fight against inflation, but also the morale of 
the home front. 
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MR. ARMSTRONG’S CHARGES. 

The merit system may be dead for this session 
of the Missouri Legislature, but Representative O. K., 
Armstrong showed the pressing need for it yester- 
day by his severe criticism of State penal adminis- 
tration. The weakness of our penal system, both in 
this and in preceding administrations, can be traced 
in large part to the fact that, both as regards admin- 
istrative officials and rank-and-file personnel, ap- 
pointments are made more with regard to political 
availability than to training and fitness. 

Mr. Armstrong’s indictment is a very sweeping 
one. He says the punishment system in the peni- 
tentiary “is the worst in the United States,” and 
that “there is none more brutal or more ineffective.” 

Broad though they are, his statements concerning 
the treatment of prisoners are specific enough and 
shocking enough to demand inquiry by the Governor 
and the Legislature. Some of them, such ag that a 
prisoner must stand rigid for eight hours a day, at 
the risk of being whipped if he falls exhausted, re- 
call vividly the methods of the Nazi Gestapo in such 
hell holes as the Dachau concentration camp. 

The present penal director, Loyd I. Miller, is a 
man with no special equipment for his job. He ran 
for the office of Secretary of State on the same 
ticket with Mr. Donnell in 1940, and was given this 
important post by the Governor as a consolation 
prize. Mr. Miller is not content with administrative 
work, but interferes in the details of prison manage- 
ment, which should be left to the Warden. He is 
inclined to busy himself, no doubt with the best 
of intentions, in matters only distantly related to 
his own job. Hence, the drawing of broad general 
policies, which is his field, is bound to suffer. 

There is something fundamentally wrong with the 
selection of prison guards. When a change of ad- 
ministration occurs, there is usually a big turnever 
of these guards, as the incoming Governor fires the 
old ones and appoints his followers to take their 
place. There is no provision for a training period 
in which the newly appointed guards may learn the 
special duties and complexities that confront them 
inside a prison. Many of them have no preparation 
for the work except, perhaps, as former county peace 
officers. Again, the pay is quite low, considering 
living conditions at Jefferson City. 

There comes a time at last when fundamental 
reforms must take place. We think such a funda- 
mental reform would be the application of the merit 
system to our penal institutions, not only with re- 
spect to the rank and file, but also to produce ad- 
ministrators trained in modern penology, which has 
made such great strides in the last generation. 
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MURDER OF THE MERIT BILL. 

The spoils-hungry politicians who openly avow 
their appetite for “more and thicker gravy” have 
carried the day at Jeffersop City. The merit sys- 
tem bill, which would have abolished partisan ap- 
pointment of 10,000 State employes, has been killed 
by secret vote of the House Judiciary Committee. 

Gov. Donnell has lost his fight for this long- 
needed reform. Since virtually none but Democrats 
supported the bill in the committee, the Republican 
party of Missouri has suffered a body: blow in this 
repudiation of its platform plank. 

The voters do not forget such betrayals as this. 
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A DEFEAT FOR THE SMALL-LOAN LOBBY. 


The small-loan interests took a sound drubbing at. 


Jefferson City yesterday, when the House majority 
revolted against the throttling of bills introduced 
for the benefit of borrowers, and voted overwhelm- 
ingly to take them away from a dilatory committee. 

These bills has been pending for weeks. They 
carry out some of the recommendations made by the 
Bailey committee, directed by the House to inves- 
tigate the money-lending business. They embody 
such sound proposals as making it possible for 
banks to enter the small-loan field, closing the loop- 


"holes which now permit loan and investment com- 


panies to collect tremendous charges and reducing 
the interest rates of small-loan companies. 

Legislative friends of the small-loan companies 
did not dare kill these bills outright, since there is 
a widespread public demand for their passage. 
Neither did they want to let the bills come to a 
vote on the floor, since there are signs that the 
House, given a free hand, would pass them. So the 
obstructionists used the time-worn: technique of 
bottling up the bills in committee, to die a natural 
death at the end of the session. 

When the revolt boiled up, no excuses or promises 
could stop it. Chairman Fred W. Norden of the 
Banking Committee was sharply denounced for 
blocking the bills. The House then took the un- 
usual step of discharging the committee from con- 
sideration of the measures and formed itself into a 
committee of the whole to act upon them. 

It is most encouraging to see the House at last 
throwing off the yoke of the 36 per cent ring. The 
public will hope that it follows through with passage 
of these bills and the others still awaiting action 
for the protection of the small borrower.

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AT LAST. 


Pay-as-you-go collection of Federal income taxes, 
beginning July 1, now is certain. The conference 
committee of Senate and Heuse has agreed on a com- 
promise plan which forgives a@ year's tax on incomes 
whose tax is $50 or under; accepts payment of one- 
quarter of the normal levy on all those with in- 
come taxes above $50, and puts a withholding tax 
of 20 per cent in operation against salaries and 
wages, starting with the new fiscal year. 

This is not the Ruml plan, but it is a form of it, 
which applies the pay-as-you-go principle at the 
same time that it collects a considerable portion 
of the taxes normally due and forgiven under the 
Rum! proposal, If it is not ideal, it does get cur- 
rent collecting under way without full abatement.

HE hearings in Washington before the 

House Committee on Immigration and 

Naturalization to hear reasons for the 
admission of Chinese to the United States 
are of extraordinary importance. 


~ It is no longer merely a question whether 


we shall permit members of a race whose 
color is different from that of the bulk of 
our citizens to enter this country. It is no 
longer a domestic issue concerning our- 
selves alone, but one of profound moment 
to all the United Nations; yes, to the win- 
ning of the war itself. 


It is an acid test of the sincerity of our 
selves and our allies, for if the exclusion 
of the Chinese from this country is not 
modified now and forthrightly, then the 
whole avowed moral structure of the Unit- 
ed Nations collapses. 


Racial Doctrines of Hitler. 


If we do not admit the Chinese to the 
same standing on our immigration quota 
list as is extended to all white and black 
peoples, then we must not expect any Chi- 
nese to believe in the honesty of any state- 
ment we may make as to our altruistic 
purposes in this global war. 


How can we Americans continue to de- 
nounce the abominable racial doctrines of 
Hitler if we continue to say to the Chi- 
nese?; 


“You are our allies in this war and have 
given us great aid in fighting the Japanese 
for nearly six years and you must go on 
fighting for yourselves and for us. But if 
you think that therefore you are good 
enough to obtain the right to have 105 of 
your people settle annually in the United 
States, you are greatly mistaken. 


“As cannon-fodder you are of the best, 
but as residents of America and future 
citizens of this Republic—excuse us, you 
just don’t qualify. We shall fight with you 
but not even this infinitesimal part of your 
vast population shall dwell among our 130,- 
000,000 Americans.” 

If we do not pass the right kind of bill 
admitting the Chinese on equal terms with 
all other immigrants, then we shall have 
our Anglo-Saxon hypocrisy published 
throughout the world. The Berlin radio will 
transmit it; Tokyo’s radios will rub it in on 
China by day and night, saying: 

“You see, it’s no use. These Americans 
with all their talk of Christian brotherly 
love are only pretending friendship and 
good will and mutual regard. Their declara- 
tion that this war is to uphold the right 
to personal dignity and personal freedom 
for every individual, and the equality of all 
men whatever their race or religion or an- 
tecedents, is the purest nonsense, 


“Come join us Japanese in driving the last 
humbugging white man out of the Orient 
and keeping him out. Let us have an Asia 
which will be free from white exploitation, 
from white colonies and settlements and 
concessions.” 


Ammunition for the Axis. 


This message will go the rounds, not only 
in China, but in Burma, in Malaya, in Indo- 
China, in Tibet, in Siam. It will find its 
way into the lowliest hut in India by that 
most extraordinary of all communication 
systems, the “grapevine telegraph.” 

Of course, this is not merely a question 
of prestige or of a technical discrimination. 
Exclusion has carried with it as hateful 


a spirit of caste as has filled any Nazi, 


As was said 64 years ago when James G. 


Blaine wag trying to have the Chinese ex- 
cluded, the violent personal attacks upon 
the entire Chinese people have embodied 
“whatever of contempt and proscription 
of race has been fostered and exemplified 
in the world, from earliest! history.” 

I am a son of the man who drove the 
first transcontinental railway across the 
American Northwest, the first rail link 
from Minnesota to Oregon and the waters 
of Puget Soyind. I stood near him when he 
drove the last spike of the Northern Pa- 
cific and paid an eloquent tribute to the 
men who had built that railroad by their 
manual labor, for there were no road-mak- 
ing machines in those days. 


Examples of Chinese Bravery. 


He never forgot and never failed until 
the end of his life to praise the Chinese, 
of whom nearly 10,000 stormed the forest 
fastnesses and endured cold and heat and 
the risk of death at the hands of hostile 
Indians to aid in opening up our Sittes 
Northwestern empire. 


I have in my possession a dispatch fresh 
the chief engineer of the Northern Pacific, 
telling how the Chinese laborers once went 
out into eight feet of snow, with the tem- 
perature far below zero, to carry on the 
work when no American dared face the 
terrible conditions. 


But it was not only fn this case that the 
Chinese made so stanch a contribution to 
the advancement of the West. They were 
to be found in every one of the pioneering 
settlements which opened up the Pacific 
states. They frequently labored under the 
most arduous conditions and suffered con- 
stant abuse and injury at the hands of 
their fellow settlers. 


They did their share in building the Pan- 
ama Canal and other enterprises, only to 
be excluded when the great need for them 
had passed. 

Surely no intelligent American today 
ought to take so narrow and indefensible 
a position as have the long list of agi- 
tators whd, particularly on the Pacific 
coast, have used Chinese and Japanese ex- 
clusion as a means to furthering their own 
fortunes, precisely as so many Southern 
politicians have risen to office by attack- 
ing and vilifying the Negro. 


Basic Requirement for Peace. 


As Under-Secretary Welles has put it, 
in the peace-making to come there must 
be no distinction whatsoever between peo- 
ples because of racial characteristics or 
antecedent conditions. If there is such dis- 
crimination as was practiced in the making 
of the Treaty of of Versailles, then we may 
be certain that the peace will last no long- 
er than—if as long as—that which the bit- 
ter and intolerant victors of the First 
World War put together in 1919. 

There must at least be recognition that 
we have no right whatsoever to look down 
upon the Chinese people who have suffered 
so dreadfully and have refused to yield.

Life of James Henry Breasted, . 
America’s No. 1 Archeologist 


“Pioneer to the Past: The Story of James H. Breasted, 
Archeologist,’’ by Charles Breasted. (Charies — 
ner’s Sons, New York.) 

HE story of James Henry Breasted 
coincides with that of the University of 

Chicago. It is impossible to think of the 

great archeologist, a native of Rockford, 

Ill., apart from the institution under whose 

aegis he contributed so much that was 

precious and distinguished in science. Acr 
tually, the two grew up together, for the 
university was only three years old when 

James Breasted, as one of the brilliant men 

gathered by dynamic Wiiliam Rainey Har- 

per, went there in 1894 to occupy, at 29, the 
first chair of Egyptology in America. 

Behind him was a true American begin- 
ning: birth, boyhood and young 

in the Middle West; a brief practice as a 

graduate pharmacist; a call to the ministry; 

a swing to Oriental studies, and, helped By 

his own invincible energies. and the devot- 

ed sacrifices of his family, honors at Yale 
and Berlin University.

And ahead of him? Well, James Breasted’s 
death in 1935 closed 40 yeam of self-sub- 
ordinating activity crowned by internation- 
al fame as the greatest Orientalist and 
archeologist - America has yet produced. 
Conscientiousness and persistence made 
him master of 12 languages, ancient and 
modern. The same qualities marked all his 
work, whether in multifarious field expe- 
ditions or in his superb direction of the 
Oriental Institute at the University. of Chi- 
cago, first of its kind. 

Through his hands passed huge sums 
allocated to the investigation of man’s 
early career and the study of the history 
of ancient civilization. He advised and col- 
laborated with desert sheiks, metropolitah 
magnates, military geniuses, pundits, po- 
tentates and the giants of his own profes- 
sion, but to the end he was humbly in- 
credulous of his high honors. 

To the faithful and cogently asinine 


son who writes his biography (he himself 


was far too busy “recovering the lost chap- 
ters of the human past” to write an auto- 
biography), James Breasted was “in the 
tradition of Mark Twain, William Dean 
Howells, Howard Taylor Ricketts and Wik 
liam Rainey Harper,” one of “a whole 
sturdy procession of American country boys 
who had wandered out of Main Street into 
the world.” Dearer to him than the gain- 
ing of “countless wealth” was “to read to 
my fellow men the oldest chapter in the 
story ,of human progress.”

Though he loved family and fireside, 
Breasted served his ideal undeviatingly. 
His compensation was “the conviction. . .. 
that it is service to science—nothing great 
or brilliant, but the best that I am able to 
offer, and done at a cost to be measured 
only by the extreme sensitiveness, loneli- 
ness and almost morbid love of home with 
which I am, unfortunately encumbered.” 

This volume, certain to be compared with 
Eve Curie’s superb life of her mother, por- 
trays James Breasted the man, in the best 
tradition of biography. Its rich and judi- 
cious use of its subject’s correspondence 
and other writings, its authoritative reve- 
lations of the obstacle-smashing, the muni- 
ficences, the heroic devotions in a scientific 
career, especially its objective yet indwell- 
ing portrait of a wise, erudite and kindly 
gentleman and scholar, mark it for distine- 
tion among the most honored of those 
books that treasure up the lifeblood of mas- 
ter spirits.

THE REAL ISSUE BETWEEN 
DE GAULLE AND GIRAUD 


T is only if we comprehend the revolutionary nature of the Euro- 
pean struggle and the alignment of social forces in it that we can 
grasp the real issue between Gen. Giraud and Gen. De Gaulle. 


It has been pregented as a mat- 
ter of personal pride and prestige. 
Such considerations certainly play 
a role, human nature being what 
it is. But there is a more profound 
issue at stake. That issue will be 
at stake, not only in France, but 
in every European country, occu- 
@ pied or Axis, as our troops land. 

The question at stake is with 
what social forces in Europe, with 
what trends, we intend to collabo- 
rate. 

So far the issue has been avoid- 
ed. But it cannot be avoided. For, 
whether we do so consciously or 
mot, every action we take will 
prejudice the eventual outcome. 
Wo “expediencies” remain expedi- 
encies, because the processes of 
history are not reversible—or are 
reversible only by violent upheaval. 


. ” * 

Three Groups of Ideas. 

HE social dynamics of Europe 
play between three powerful 
groups of ideas and interests. 

These are: The traditional-con- 
g@ervatives, the oligarchical and the 
radical. 

The traditionalists are: The 
peasants who, of all classes of so- 
ciety, have best survived this war; 
@malil business; the church, Catho- 
lic and Protestant, but especially 
Catholic; the aristocracy, which 
exerts in modern Europe more in- 
fluence than power, since it is no 
longer, economically, a ruling 
class; and a large part of the uni- 
Versities and professions. 

* The oligarchical interests have 
been for half a century the ruling 
class. They represent coalesced in- 
dustrial and financial interests as 
exemplified in the great European 
cartels, and the political and intel- 
lectual influence that such wealth 
can buy. In prewar France, where 


used them and been supported and 
used by them. 

In every single country the Quis- 
lings have based their power on the 
oligarchy, having against them 
both the conservatives, in whom 
the national tradition is strowgest, 
and the radicals.

If one considers this picture of 
Europe, it is obvious that our true 
allies are to be found jin the radi- 
cals and the conservative-tradition- 
alists, 

Now, Gen. de Gaulle, who is 
aware of the social revolution—as 
Gen. Giraud obviously is not—is, in 
the structure of his underground 
movement, welding traditionalists 
and radicals together against fhe 
oligarchy. The history of his move- 
ment displays where the true and 
reliable anti-Nazi forces are, Not 
a single member of the Comite des 
Forges or the “haute~bourgeoisie” 
ever assisted him. They either 
sought to get their capital out of 
France, and bide their time, and/or, 
collaborated with the Nazis. 


The oligarchy included high offi- 
cers of the former armed forces, 
and a servile bureaucracy. It is 
noteworthy that only a handful of 
officers over the rank of major 
joined De Gaulle, though noncoms 
and common soldiers did. There 
are aristocrats in his ranks, fam- 
ily-proud, like himself, but not 
money-proud. Radical workers, 
traditional intellectuals, the church 
and the peasantry have, actively 
or passively, resisted the Nazis. 
The oligarchy, however, has been 
wholly pro-oligarchy — for the 
Nazis, if the Nazis seemed certain 
to win, turnabout when the weight 
was on the side of Nazi defeat. 
This is a matter of record.

The radical interests are invest- 
ed in the industrial workers and 
their intellectual helpers who are 
in positive revolt against the 
Oligarchy and in latent revolt 
against the conservative-tradition- | 
alists.

But 
its own radicalism and lack of tra- 
dition have never wholly won it the 
conservatives, even in Axis lands. | 
On the other hand, by tying the | 
Oligarchical interests tight to the | 
party state, it has supported and 


Oligarchy and Nazism. 

O one doubts the patrotism and 
integrity of Gen. Giraud. But 
the men he has put in administra- 
tive positions are the men of the 
oligarchy. 

And in the long run the oligarchy 
cannot win in Europe, unless Fas- 
cism is saved. The defeat of Nazism 
will destroy the oligarchy in Ger- 


many. The fall of Germany will 


destroy it in Europe—unless it is 
reinstated by Anglo-American bay- 
onets. 

If thus reinstated, the European 
revolution will turn toward Russia, 
and, by so turning, will be diverted 
from its natural course of being 
the revolution for freedom, civiliza- 
tion and humanity, and will create 
civil war. 

Thus, al] this complaining about 
why Giraud and De Gaulle were 
so long in trying to get together is 
superficial. Rival personalities can 
only get together on principles and 
ideas. But American policy is at-

The plan calls for the appoint- 
ment of a juvenile division patrol- 
man for each of the 12 police dis- 
tricts, with two additional Negro 
patrolmen assigned to predomi- 
nantly Negro districts, in an ef-

Reller, chief parole officer of the 
Juvenile Court, declared that in- 
stead of handicapping youthful of- 
fenders with “a long police record” 
for breaking windows, petty theft

The indictments charged the six 
former gangsters were allied with 
Geérge E. Browne and Bioff, for- 
mer president and actual boss, re- 
spectively, of the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes, and that they obtained the 
money from the union and movie 
companies during an eight-year pe- 
riod. Browne and Bioff have been 
imprisoned. 

“I Want Two Million.” 

Schenck, under questioning by 
Eben, related that on April 13, 
1936, Browne and Bioff came to 
his New York office and that Bioff 
on being introduced announced: 
“Mr. Schenck, I want you to know 
I elected Browne and that I am 
his boss. This is a great industry 
and I want to get two million 
dollars out of it.” 

“You must be- crazy,” Schenck 
gaid he told Bioff. “We have no 
differences with anybody.’ It can’t 
be done.” 

Bioff, according to the witness, 
then said: “Look, Mr. Schenck, 
you know what we can do. We 
closed every theater in Chicago and 
we can close every theater in the 
country by calling out our union 
men. Now you think it over and 
we will talk it over again at the 
mext meeting on the basic agree- 
ment.” 

Schenck said he repeated “It 
can't be done,” and testified Bioff 
replied: “Well, we'll get it from 
the industry.” 

Says Money Was Paid. 

Schenck testified he informed 
Sidney Kent, president of the 
Twentieth Century-Fox, about 
Bioff’s demands on April 16, 1936. 

“Did Kent give Bioff money?” 
Eben asked Schenck. 

“Yes,” Schenck replied. 

In reply to objections by the 
Government as to relevancy of the | 
testimony, and queries by the com- | 
missioner, Eben said he would | 
show that Schenck saw Kent pay | 
Bioff $50,000 on April 23, 1936, and 
that the defendants had no part 
in that or other transactions.

report with that for India, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. Those 
four countries have received ex- 
ports valued at $875,000,000. China 
received $88,000,000 in material. 

United Nations’ leaders, includ- 
ing the President and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Britain, repeated- 
ly have emphasized the importance 
—and the difficulty—of greater as- 
sistance for the Chinese. Roosevelt 
said last week that fairly satisfac- 
tory progress was being made, 

“New land routes are being de- 
veloped to increase lend-lease ship- 
ments into China,” the report to 
Congress asserted, “and the re- 
opening of the Burma Road is 
among the strategic objectives of 
our forces.” 


North African Example. | 

The President's letter stressed 
the victory in North Africa and 
said lend-lease operations there had 
demonstrated how a freed people 
can aid in the defeat of the Axis. 
Their support, it said, “will reflect 
itself in active co-operation at the 
proper time by millions still to be 
liberated.” 

“In this victory,” Roosevelt said, 
“our military operations have been 
backed up by the friendly support 
of the peoples behind the lines. We 
also were aided by the new French 
armies. They were equipped with 
lend-lease weapons, They were and 
are an importan$g part of the Unit- 
ed Nations’ fighting forces. 

“Aid has also been given us and 
the other United Nations by the 
liberated peoples of French Africa 
in the production and shipment of 
strategic and critical materials for 
our war production program.” 

The report noted that Canada 
had supplied $1,000,000,000 worth of 
military supplies to the United Na- 
tions and that reciprocal aid to this 
country from Australia and New 
Zealand represented a much great- 
er share of their war effort, on a 
population basis, than our help to 
them. 

The United States also has re- 
ceived large quantities of supplies 
from Britain for troops in Eng- 
land, Africa and the Middle East; 
sea, rail and motor transport, and 
even musical instruments and land 
to raise sweet corn, the report 
added. 

Russia has helped out by servic- 
ing and repairing American ships 
in Russian ports, and China has 
provided some equipment for 
American air forces in China.

China a Peril to Japan. 
UITE apart from China’s stra- 
tegic position, tradition and 
size, there’s a compelling reason 
for this. China is the only Asiatic 
power which has, of its own gump- 
tion, shared our experience of revo- 
lution—which has the slightest un- 
derstanding of what it means to 
struggle and die for the rights of 
man. 
Japan is fully aware of China’s 
importance—aware that China is a 
greater potential danger to Japan, 
over the centuries, than all the rest 
of us put together. For Japan and 
China represent diametrically op- 
posite ideas. 
It is notable that in embarking 
upon this war, Japan went after 
China first, and has systematical- 
ly worked to isolate and strangle 
China. As we look back now on 
the Japanese offensive of the 
spring of 1942, it seems with in- 
creasing clarity that the conquest 
of Burma was the key point of its 
strategy. Everything else was sec- 
ondary to that—and the essential 
pity, from our point of view, is the 
fact that had our side grasped the 
situation fully and concentrated on 
the defense of Burma, Burma 
might well have been held, 

Burma is the road to China — 
the link between China and the 
rest of us. Through Burma, China 
—now weary and exhausted—might 
be revitalized. 

Apart from the importance of a 
strong China to the strength of 
the United Nations, it is through 


f. China that the United Nations can 


most easily and most logically 
reach Japan for the physical clash 
of arms. 

Need we fear a strong China? 

Not nearly as much as we need 
fear a weak China. 

Strength is an asset, not a men-

I was astonished at how few em- 
ployes there are around the stables 
at Chicago.” 

As a typical example, Leigh quot- 

ed Homer Fawcett, owner of a 
string of 12 racers, as saying he 
has only one man working in his 
barn. Ordinarily these 12 horses 
would require a minimum of six 
stable hands. 
-“Owners at Chicago tell me they'll 
hire a fellow for $40 a week and 
the next day he’ll be working for 
the man in the next barn who has 
hiked the pay to $50. Believe me, 
the owners are very hesitant about 
shipping, especially with high wa- 
ter making the problem so much 
more involved.” 

Nevertheless, Leigh thinks he 
will have an attractive card worked 
up for Saturday and the holiday 
program of Monday.

L. Waterbury 
Dies; Member of 


Polo’s ‘Big Four’ 


PALM BEACH, Fla. May 26 
(AP).—Lawrence Waterbury, one 
of the United States’ greatest polo 
players, who helped bring the In- 
ternational cup ta- this country, 
died at his home here last night. 
He also was the international 
racquets champion in 1906 and 
1915. 

Waterbury played back on the 
United States polo team which lost 
to England in the international 
matches at Burlingham, England, 
in 1904. 

He then was in the No. 1 posi- 
tion on the so-called “Big Four’ 
which brought the cup to the 
United States in 1909. He held the 
No. 1 position also on the United 
States teams of 1911 an. 1914. 
Lawrence Waterbury was the 
only man who ever played interna- 
tional polo in every position. He 
was back on the teams of 1902 and 
1914; No. 3 in 1914, No, 1 in 1909, 
1911 and 1913, and No. 2 in 1913. 
Playing on the same interna- 
ional teams was Waterbury’s 
brother, Monty, who was Stod- 
dard’s choice as the greatest No. 2 
player in the history of American 
polo. 

The two Waterburys, along with 
Devereux Milburn and Harry 
Payne Whitney, made up America’s 
famed “Big Four” team of polo, 
which never was defeated as a unit 
in international matches. It wasn’t 
until Whitney retired before the 
1914 matches that the United 
States, which had won the Inter- 
national Challenge Cup in 1909

Admiral's Family’ 


Youngest of Seven 
Russian Orphans Is 
Ensign in Navy Now

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25. 
TRIM little naval ensign—one of hundredg in 
Washington—was naturalized last week in 
District Court. Reporters noted something

erphanage there is responsible for the amazing 
transition of this girl, today an ensign in the 
Navy Nurse Corps. 

The admiral is Newton Alexander McCully, 
who was stationed in Russia during the tragio 
months that followed the end of World War L 
Tiny Antonina Klimenko McCulley, a war or- 
phan, clung to the trousers legs of the distin- 
guished American officer in charge of the evac- 
uation of Sevastopol. 

“Actually I adopted him,” blue-eyed Ensign 
McCully recalled yesterday as she took time 
out of a busy day at the Naval Medical Center 
in Bethesda, Md., to live again the days of her 
childhood. ; 

“He always said afterward that he just couldn’t 
shake me loose, so that he had to bring me to 
America with the others.” 

Admiral McCully, then American observer at 
Port Arthur during the Russo-Japanese War, was 
ordered to Russia during’‘the first World War 
because of the fluency with which he spoke the 


language.

LATER HE WAS SENT to France but re- 
turned to Russia before the Armistice and took 
over the evacuation of Sevastopol, where he dis- 
covered an orphanage full of children brought 
from central Russia for safety. immediately 
interested, the American bachelor obtained sugar 
and tomatoes from the commissary and made 
tomato preserves for the children from a recipe 
he had learned as a child in his mother’s 
kitchen. 

When he ‘was ordered back to America, he dé- 
cided to bring 10 of the youngsters with him, 

At the last moment something went wrong 
with the plans and three were unable to leave 
the country, but seven came and thereby made 
Admiral McCully the most-talked-of bachelor in 
his native land. 

“I remember nothing of those early days in 
Russia,” Miss McCully said. “I was only 2% years 
old, you see. My earliest memory is of Christmas 
on board ship, and then of the long wait on 
Ellis Island while arrangements were completed 
for our entry into America.”

NIKOLAI, ELDEST of the two boys whom the 
Admiral adopted, has far more vivid recollections 
of his native land, however, for at 11 he had been 

fighting in the 
trenches with the 
White Russians, 
and today has a 
picture of himself 
in a uniform three 
times too large for 
him, shouldering a 
man-sized rifle. 
Surrounded by his 
unique brood—none 
related, all jabber- 
ing in a tongue 
foreign to the na-

EACH CHILD HAD his own particular job— 
one was assistant housekeeper and learned 
household chores; another .shopped with the 
governess; others took care of the furnace, the 
yard and so on. 

“Daddy was a wonderful ‘upbringer’—he never 
spoiled us, but we always had just what we 
needed,” Miss McCully said. 

After five years in Washington, the McCully 
family was dispatched to Brazil where “Dyadya” 
was chief of the United States naval mission. 
There the: quintet of girls attended a French- 
Portuguese convent and one of the boys went to 
a French military school. 

At that point Nikolai was a student at Staun- 
ton Military Academy and joined the rest of 
the family in Brazil when his term ended, Their 
next assignment was in Charleston, 8. C., when 
Admiral McCully was in command of the Sixth 
Naval District and immediately bought a sub- 
chaser of World War I vintage.

Sulfa Drugs 
Are No Cure 
For Colds 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OR about five years now the 

medical profession has been in 

a dither of excitement about 
the .ew sulfa drugs which act so 
remarkably in such infect’ons as 
pneumonia, meningitis, urinary in- 
fections, etc. One of the most 
widely experienced practicing phy- 
sician said to me the other day: 
“Nobody dies any more of pneu- 
monia.” And this is almost literally 
true. 

The enthusiasm of the medical 
profession has communicated itself 
to the lay public and, as usual 
with such emotional epidemics, 
they have gone far beyond the 
limits that the medical profession 
prescribed for the use of these 
remedies and are using them for 
self-medication for nearly every- 
thing. 


In some instances, as for ordi- 
nary colds and sore throats and 
running noses, they do snore harm 
than good. In the first place. it is 
definitely established that  al- 
though they kill a great many in- 
fections, the sulfa drugs do not 
kill off the virus of the common 
cold or influence its course.

PEOPLE WHO ‘TAK. large 
doses of this for a cold not only do 
themselves no good, but they really 
prolong c period of discomfort be- 
cause heavy doses of the drugs are 
likely to lead to skin rashes, men- 
tal and physical depression and 
other disagreeable symptoms. 

A popular treatise on the sub- 
ject is “Behind the Sulfa Drugs: A 
Short History of Chemotherapy,” 
by Iago Galdston, M. D., with a 
preface by Perrin H. Long, M. D. 
(D. Appleton-Century Co. New 
York, 1943.) 

In 1908 a German § scientist 
named P. Gelmo was working with 
a chemical dye, sulfanilamide. He 
found that it was extremely color- 
fast, resisted the bleaching effects 
of washing and sunlight. The 
color-fastness arose from the firm 
combination which the dyes con- 
taining the sulfonamide element 
formed with the proteins of wool 
and silk. 

He was interested only on the 
chemical and industrial aspects of 
the subject, but some of his fellow 
workers suggested that it might be 
useful in the treatment of disease, 

x * 


THE NEW ERA in this develop- 
ment began in 1932 when Gerhard 
Domagk, director of tse Institute 
of Experimental Pathology in the 
I. G. Farbenindustrie at Eberfeld, 
Germany, using a dye similar to 
sulfanilamide, which was named 
prontosil, found that it would pro- 
tect mice against otherwise fatal 
doses of pus germs (streptococci). 
He found also that prontosil was 
harmless to the mice. 


French chemists took the dye, 
prontosil,,which is a colloid (col- 
loid is like the white of egg) and 
developed a crystalline substance 
from it, to which they gave the 
name sulfanilamide. About 1936 
this drug was made available for 
use in clinics all over the world. 

It was soon found thrt the most 
exaggerated statements of the dis- 
coverers were far short of the real- 
ly powerful curative action of these 
substances in human beings in the 
presence of otherwise fata] infec- 
tions. 

Following is a list of diseases, 
not completely inclusive, in which 
the sulfonamides are proving in- 
valuable and frequently life-saving: 
actinomycosis; blood infections 
with the hemolytic streptococci, 
staphylococci, pneumococci, menin- 
gococci and influenza bacillus; car- 
buncles; chancroid, childbed fever; 
erysipelas; furuncles; gonorrheal 
arthritis; gonorrheal infection of 
the male and of the female genital 
tract; infectious arthritis; infec- 
tions of the urinary tract; mastoid 
middle-ear 
infections; osteomyelitis; periton- 
itis; pneumonia; scarlet fever; skin 
infections; streptococcic throat in- 
fections, and trachoma.

Lose Weight Slowly

TO REDUCE THE THIGHS, SIT ON FLOOR, WITH KNEES BENT AND 
HANDS USED TO BRACE BODY. SWING KNEES FROM SIDE TO SIDE, 
TRYING TO TOUCH FLOOR, 


GIRL who is about 20 pounds 
A overweight, and is in her late 
twenties, wishes to know how 
she can reduce at least 15 pounds 
in two weeks. With the bathing 
season at hand, she wishes to be 
slimmer and will not buy a bath- 
ing suit until she has reduced. 
No matter what the age there 
is only one safe and sane way of 
reducing and that is gradually, 
through watching one’s diet and 
exercising daily without fail.! The 
only exception to this rule is when 
a woman is under the supervision 
of a doctor who insists upon rapid 
reduction of weight for the treat- 
ment of an ailment. When this is 
prescribed the patient is usually 
instructed to give up all work for 
the period of treatment. 


Reduction of weight through 
strenuous dieting, without exer- 
cising, is a rash decision. It de- 
vitalizes one and invites illness, 
One should eat balanced menus, 
in lImited portions, and exercise 
for a period every day to reduce, 
It is quite possible than an over- 
weight can drop four pounds the 
first week without feeling devital- 
ized—in fact she might feel the 
better for doing so. But if she 
lost four pounds every week for 
five weeks and was still active 
during the day, she would cer- 
tainly be flirting with poor health. 


ao pounds the first week, 
three pounds each week following 
is the safest rate of reducing if 
one is 15 pounds or more over- 
weight. If one is less than 15 
pounds over weight then I would 


suggest that only two pounds a’ 


week be dropped for seven weeks.

One must exercise to keep the 
muscles elastic and firm, and to 
keep the circulation of the body 
brisk. You all have seen women 
with deep wrinkles and flabby 
flesh rolls who have reduced too 
rapidly, or too much, or reduced 
without taking exercise or profes- 
sional massage. 

When one considers how many 
months it took for the extra 
pounds to accumulate it makes 
sense to take time to get rid of 


them. 


I should advise thts girl to be- 
gin her reducing at once, drop two 
pounds the first week, three each 
week after. In three or four 
weeks she could purchase a too- 
snug fitting bathing suit and use 
it for inspiration to continue her 
reducing program! She might find 
that she need not lose as many as 
20 pounds to have a nicely propor- 
tioned figure—and in three weeks 
she would be eight pounds slim- 
mer and look and+feel better.

But, the vast majority of 
people had such a sense of personal 
responsibility, that they could not 
be satisfied unless they felt that 
their leaders would give them the 
benefit of such facts as had a bear- 
ing on the afterwar period. Then 
they could allow the people to reg- 
ister their feelings, so that the pre- 
liminaries for peace would really 
be shaped in conjunction with the 
people. 


This is no easy thing to work 
out, and yet there is a germ of 
something here that needs to be 
studied. A democracy can never 
succeed unless each individual 
takes responsibility for his nation, 
its policies and the representatives 
he elects. Yet, many citizens feel 
helples to understand those policies 
and to register their desires while 
they are being formulated and be- 
fore they are fixed. Some of the 
machinery for doing this in the all 
important days ahead should be 
built up. I write this so that you 
may think about it, just as this 


woman’s visit started me thinking. 


I have a letter from someone 
who really has faced a difficult 
problem, which may face a great 
many other “victory gardeners.” 
This family obtained permission to 
plant a vacant lot adjoining their 
home. The owner was not using 
it and evidently had no objection 
to giving his permission, but some- 
thing must have come up to change 
his mind. Just as everything was 
beginning to grow, he decided that 
he wished to use the lot. Our poor 
gardeners were not only disap- 
pointed in their visions of future 
produce, but lost the opportunity 
of finding another plot, in addition 
to the money and the time they 
had put into this garden. The own- 
er had agreed to let them plant 
the garden without paying any 
rent, but when he decided that he 
needed the land, he told them that 
if they paid $25 a month, he would 
not plow up their garden. Need- 
less to say, the price was too high. 
It seems to me this little tale 
points to the need for some regula- 
tion to protect both parties.

How It Started

Boche. 

The Germans have been called 
many things; but the name they 
resent the most is Boche, which, 
during World War I, gained cur- 
rency everywhere. There is’ prob- 
ably no epithet which packs in it 
more hatred than Boche! 


When a Frenchman emits it, his, 
face contorts in loathing; its mere’ 


utterance sounds in expulsive ven- 
om, expressing an intensity of an- 
tipathy to the Teuton invader un- 
matched in vitality by any other 
syllable or phrase of detestation in 
any tongue, and exuding a degree 
of abhorrence unexplainable on 
etymological grounds. 


Though Boche is thus a perfect 
instance of onamatopoeia, it has 
plenty of intriguing background, 
too. The French word for German 
is “Allemand”; French slang for 
head is “caboche.” 

Long before the first World War, 
the legitimate Allemand (German) 
and caboche (head) had telescoped 
into the colloquial Alboche (signi- 
fying blockhead), subsequently ab- 
breviated to Boche in allusion to 
the horrible thickheads from 
across the Rhine. 


There is a horrendous tale which 
makes such a development a nat- 
ural, ascribing it in origin to one 
Simon Caboche, who, so the gory 
story goes, was a fifteenth century 
Parisian butcher and revolutionary 
leader; Simon became so notorious 
for his atrocities that caboche 
came to mean first a bloodthirsty 
revolutionist and eventually a Ger- 
man,

years and carried them from Ber- 
muda to the Canadian coastline. 

It was on this cruise that 
Ensign McCully and her adopted 
brothers and ‘sisters had _ their 
closest scrape with ill fortune 
since Admiral McCully rescued 
them from the Sevastopol or- 
phanage. 

In 1931, on an inky-black mid- 
night in the Chesapeake Bay, 
the former sub-chaser, now 
named “Chaika” — Russian for 
“sea gull” — was rammed by a 
big Norwegian steamer named 
Verona. The impact sent their 
own lifeboat overboard but the 
crew of the Verona sent boats 
after them and provided them 
with dry pajamas. Not a single 
McCully had managed to save 
anything -more than the clothes 
he had on, and the Chaika sank 
within 30 minutes. 

Ensign McCully’s most vivid 
memory of the sinking is that 
of their dog paddling valiantly 
in the living room of the Chaika, 
half filled with briny Chesapeake 
water. 

It was many months before the

Chaika could be salvaged and re- 
paired, but the sturdy McCullys 
finally accomplished the task and 
again set sail on her, cruising and 
intermittently gaining their educa- 
tion until Admiral McCully decided 
to settle down in Florida. 

Even thén the boat was an im- 
portant part of their lives, for the 
rambling house in St. Augustine 
was but 200 yards from a pictur- 


*esque little creek where Chaika 


could be moored.

The Admiral married in 1930 and 
the children, who had ranged from 
2%' to 13 at the time of their 
adoption, now were old enough to 
try their own wings. Anastasia, the 
eldest girl, was a talented artist 
and she went to Detroit to make 
her way in the world. 

Little Tonya, called Tonitchka 
in her baby days, finished at 
Ashley Hall, a junior college in 
South Carolina, in 1935 and then 
decided to enter nurses’ training. 
Earlier her talents-had been mostly 
musical, but she decided that she 
was not sufficiently adept at play- 
ing the piano to earn her living. 

She took her training in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., in St. Luke’s, from

OME of the most brilliant coups 

consist of convincing declarer 

that a key card is “right” for 
him, when in reality it lies “off- 
side.”

When the king fell, how- 
ever, it was obvious that no more 
diamond tricks would accrue to the 
defenders, hence after a scarcely 
perceptible hesitation, East led the 
ten of hearts, directly up _ to 
dummy’s A-Q-J! Winning with the

West 


what East had hoped he would do: 
He led a low trump and went right 
up with the ace. His reason for 
declining the finesse must be ap- 
parent: He figured that the heart 
ten must have been a singleton, 
and that East had played it with 
the slim hope that West could 
quickly get on lead in trumps and 
return a heart for East to ruff. 
From declarer’s point of view, he 
was safe as long as this ruff did 
not develop; he could afford to 
lose a club, a diamond, and a 
spade, since the heart king was 
“obviously” on side. 

When the spade king did not 
drop on the ace, declarer did not 
mind; he threw down his cards 
with the blithe annoucement “Con- 
ceding a spade trick; finessing 
hearts.” East thereupon claimed 
the two vital kings. 

East deserved great credit for 
his brilliant effort, but it would 
not have succeeded against a care- 
ful expert. True, even an expert 
might be “scared off” the spade 
finesse, but after the king failed 
to drop on the ate, he would take 
some precautions against the pos- 
sibility of a hoax play by East. He 
would lead to dummy’s remaining 
club honor, ruff a diamond, ruff 
his own last club and dummy’s last 
diamond, and then lead a_ spade. 
Granted, he would feel pretty sure 
that the heart king was in West's 
hand, but it could do no harm to 
throw the holder of the spade king 
on lead. If that holder proved to 
be West, the heart finesse would 
still be there for the taking; but if 
Hast had the spade king, he would 
have to give declarer a ruff and a 
discard by leading a minor suit 
card—or, in case he had been try- 
ing a “fast one” in hearts, would 
again have to lead a heart up to 
dummy’s A-Q.
